Then Folly was acquainted with an Armonrec, named 
Evill-will, whoſe company ſhe daily frequenfed. This Ars 
mourer was not alwayes occupied in fo2zxing Armours, but 
alſo oftentimes he made ſhirts, hoſen, doublets,and medled in 
all matters that his friend Folly appointed him to doe. 

Ms this Armourer Folly declared all my purpoſe, and he at 
her requeſt made me a @hirt of Lacivionſneſſe , a Doublet of 
lewd Deſires, Boſen of vaine Pleaſures, Armour of Jgno- 
rance, a Cozflet of Inconſtancie, Uambzacesof Arrogancy, 
Gauntlets of Jdlenefſe, a Gozget of Licourouſneſſe, a Vel- 
met of Lightneſſe, a Buckler of ShamcleſneCe , a quilt Cap 
of Uaine gloze, a Girdle of Jnfemperance, a @wozd of Re- 
bellion, anda Lance , named Hope of long life. Thon Pride 
pꝛepared me agalloping Yozſe called Temerity, 02 Raſhneſle, 

All theſe wicked weapons with this pꝛodigall apparel, and 
anhonelt Armonr , Evil. will pzepared me at Follies requeſt, 
And what better ſervice can he doe, ſeeing he is depzived of 
truth and verity? foz as good will is the wozker of all good- 
neſſe, ſo is evill will of wickednefſe. Jeſus Chꝛiſt (who cans 
not faile) ſaith iu the Goſpel , That of the abundance of the 
heart the mouth ſpeaketh : the good man of the good treaſure 
ot his heart delivereth out good things: but the evill man clean 
contrary. Foꝛ out of a ſack can nothing come but ſuch as is in 
it, and out ot a Coffer of pꝛecious Pearles , we muſt not look 
foz colebzands.

(re, upon a mozning, being ininygolvenfiep, Dame Folly 
tame to my Beds ſide, accompanyed with Evill-will,and with 
them they bzonghtall my neteſlaries. M hen ſhe ſaw me a 
flep in my ſoft Bed at that time of the day, folſing my ſelfe 
ever way wantenly, ſhe ſaid : What, pzetty one, are vou pet 
in Bed? It is late, ariſe; Ah my ſwert friend (quo'hJ) 4 
hade follo ves peur advice, I have caſt all care awap, and fas 
ken mine ea'e in mine Inne: but J wonder how you are ſo 
ſwne returned. ; | 

Tl hal man (quoth Folly) kao i not youhow diligent J am 
in mine aſfaites? I never ceft till ali things be bꝛought about, 
that once Ike ian hand. Then the put on me my Dbirt of La- 
c viouſueſſe, molt agre able to my wanton will, and then all 
my delight was to be delicatelyhan-leo, pompovſly Apparral⸗ 
led and ſoit Lodged, After that, on went my Doublet, ot lewWd 
defires, alwayes eneiny to the god Spirit: then my Yoſen of 
vaine pleaſures, tied together wich the Points of deligh “. 
Then J was full of lewd veſires, J tok pleaſare in nothing 
but vanity, and as my zefires were damnable, ſo were my 
pleaſures dangerous. | | 

Then as J was making mee ready, Folly commanded the 
Clark of my Kitchin called III. government, to pꝛepare me 
my WB2eakfaſt, of light and delicate Meats, in doing where 
of my Cook was moze cunning, then ever Cicero was 
Eloquent in ſpeaking, And thus as Folly and J were 
merrily diſcourſing together, ſpending time till Bꝛeakfaſt, J 
took occaſion to ask of what age he was, and alſo what 
jeſts and fine feats ſha had, hat people thee had governed, 
and how ſhe ruled them. She ſaid that queſtion was asked 
and anſwered long agoe: But as we rid on the way, ſhe 
would declare all, in the meane time (hw ſaid that ſhw was 
about tive thouſand yeares old. How can tbat be (quoth J) 


dan doe not ſume to be (ozty peares old. Ves ( quoth — ) 
thou- 
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thou milf under ſtand, that. J was bozn at the pꝛeſent houre 
that the Mozld was made, and have ever ſince ſcood in 
firength, awayes in bealth, and never fick, J chall never 
ſeme old, though J live till doomes dap: Foles die, but 
Fel'y never dieth. Yaving ever bene in fozce, J fozceably 
doe raign in every cozner of the UWo21d, and doe governe as 
well Pꝛinces as pwze people. 

Naw to our purpuſe : after waſhing in wert water in came 
my bꝛeakfaſt, ſo ſumptuons, thatt'Patridges were eſteemed 
paltry fo2 Pages, Pheſants foz common folk. Bꝛeakfaſt fs 
niſhed, on went mine Armour: but being once apparelled and 
armed, J cared not foz my ſoules health, J had no deſtre fo 
heare the Moꝛd of God, no feare to follow his Commande⸗ 
ments, oz to doe any thing fit fo2 a Cbiſtian fowards his ſal- 
vation: J did what J would, J ſaid what J pleaſed. And al- 
ter that J was covere> with my ſtæle⸗coat of tgnozance , and 
my coꝛllet of inconſtancp, I pzeſently became inconſtant, and 
bartable, ofcenfimes altering my intent, not fo2 better but fo2 
wozſe, out of one ill into another. A never ceaſed to acquaint 
my ſelfe, now wtth one (inne, and then with another, doing 
nothing ti;atſ&med good oz honeſt. Fo2 ſuch is the nature of 
ſinne, that unleCe it be fone ſabtued, it will dꝛaw ants it an⸗ 
other ſinne, as witneCeth Saint Paul, in his firſt Chapter of

Then toliy put on my Uambzaces of Arrogancy , which 
made me become tateleſſe and pꝛeſumptudus, taking things 
in hand farre paſſing any capacity, ſtrength and ability, 
and not fearing to avventure on that which was above my 
reach. But being armed with Arrogancy, up went my 
curled Paire , Jadvanced my l[cife ignozantly above others: 
then on went my Goꝛget of Glu! tony, and Lico2ouſneſe, 
the b2c&eders of all fleſhly ſünnes, and chicflp of Leacherp:

Upon all this Folly put me on ansther Armonr , called 
Vaine-glory which is of ſuch a pꝛopertp, that the greater it 
grew, the leſſe J perceived it: then on went my Girdle of Jn- 
femperance , which did let loſe the 1B2zible of Leachery, and 
all other fleſhlp affections : to it was tyed my Dwo2b of Re- 
bellion: ſo that then J rebelled againſt God, his holy Com- 
- mandements, and all Pagiſtrates and Superiours. But if 

J had bzidled my boldneſſe, repzehending my ſelfe , in my de- 
ſires and affectons, and had reſted in reaſon without rebels 
ling, then J had ſerved God, and obeped my belters with all 
dutifull reverence. Dame Folly diſguiſed me with the Hel⸗ 
met of Mantonneſſe, upon the top whereof was put a Pea⸗ 
cocks ftatle : ſo that then J might not (uffer any check fo2 any 
fault but might and did maintaine my opinion againſt all 
men, gising place to none whatſoever Learned oz in Authozi⸗ 
te. After my Gauntlets of Idleneſſe were once on my hands, 
I greatly glozied of the gifts which were in mes, vaunting 
my lelfe to bee moze rich, mo2e wiſe, moze ſtrong, mo2e 
hardy, moze gracious, and in all reſpects better then J was. 
Many times J boalted of mine imperfectigns, as of d2un- 
kenneſſe, Lechery, and ſuch itke. Then on went my Buckler 
of ſhameleſneſſe, which being about my ſhoulders, J bluſhed 
not tocommit any villany, I ted the life of an Jnfivel!, ras 
ther than a Chꝛiſt tan: Unſhamefully J deſpiſed both God 
and man, nothing regarding mine own honour,renown., cz 
ſalvation. 

When J mounted upon Temeritie my Yozſe, with a Lance 
in my hand, called Pope of long life. O veceitful Lance ! 
moze rotten then a Red, Yow many p2oper youths have 
truſted unto thee, hoping to have bene ſafe and aſſured , and 
were daily deceived, This Lance once being poſſeſſed by 
me, J entertained all vices, it ever hindzed me from em- 


wacing Repentance, perſwadjng me in this manner: 3 
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art young, make merry whiles thou mapeſt, fo2 when thou art 
old, all play and paſtime will be paſt : then it will be time 
enough fo2 thee to repent. Being thus governed by Folly, J 
thought neither of God no2 the Devill, of life no2 death , of 
Heaven no2 Hell: but lived at my pleaſure, doing what J de⸗ 


lighted in. At laſt Folly apparrelled ker ſelfe lightly with a 


cloak of Feathers, and mounted upon a Jennet, and opening 
ber Feathers and dings, with the wind away ſhe flew, and 
Jalloat a wild adventure ſet the Spurrs to my Yozſe , and 


- away we went both. Thus you ſe that Folly is my Guide, 


Temericy my Moꝛſe. Now the firſt that ſhall repent this 
Uovage muſt needs be 111; ſelfe, as you may evidently judge 
and gather befoze-hand.

Fellyuf on the way ſheweth the wandring Knight many of her 
ancient proceedinęs, and how many great and Noble Perſo- 
nages ſhe had governed. 


#3: Fter wee were ſo farre paſſed upon our way, 
that we had loft the ſight of my Youſe , J cal⸗ 
led to my remembzance the pꝛomiſe which 
Dame Folly had made me in the mozning, 
namely that ſha would tell me of her exploits 
g paſt, and what people the had geberned. And 
thus with flattering ph2aſe J began. Py gad Pilkris, my 
loving Lady, my heart, my jop. my life my lult, my counſell, 
my hope, my ſoveraigne god, J deſire thee molt earneſtly (if 
it pleaſe ther) to let me underſtand thine ancient pꝛoceedings, 
and to rehearſe what people thon haſt governed, how they 
were ruled, lead, conducted, and counſelled. 
Pine exploits (quoth Folly) are innumerable. Ten dapes 
are not enough ts repeat halfe of them, Nevertheleſſe to ac» 
complich thy requeſt, and to ſhozten the tediouſnelle of the 
way, J will tell the of the moſt pꝛincipalleſt. | 
Firſt, the Wozld and J was together, andbecauſe I found 
no man inthe Wozlo, J aſcendeo up into Heaben, andthers. 
| 4c 3 alſaul⸗ 
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afavulfed fhe ercellenteſt Angell of all the Whole coinpany 
callcs Luc fe-, ho at my pꝛeſent arrivall entertained and re- 
tei ved mi fo2 his Soberneſle, and ſo did man moe of his Coe- 
qu ls. Be my counſell he advanced himſelke to be fellow mate 
with Gov, foz the which pꝛeſumption both he and his were 
th2uft out of Heaven, and thzewn headlong into Mell. That 
was the firſt of my exploits. 

@hoztly after, God made man, and of his rib faſhioned 
woman, theſe two were Busband and Wife , with them both 


A had much adoe becauſe they were full of wiſdome and rea⸗ 


ſon. J uſed the help and ſubtiltp of a Serpent, to tempt 
the Woman, being the weaker,who with his deceitfull wozds 
won her fo eat of the Apple which God fozbad to be eaten. 
But after che had eaten it, fn the pꝛeſence of her Hus band 
(becauſe hc& feared her ſadneſſe) he did eat alſo to fulfill her 
tefireandinft ; wherein they both committed great folly, foz 
th: which they were tep2ibed of Innocencp, of Gods Gzace 
and Glozy, yea, they were baniſhed the place appointed by 
God foz them to dwell in, and made (vith all tyctr poſteri- 
tp) ſubjc> to eternall death. Zhis was my ſecond pzincipall 
explopt. 

Then began my raign in the 021d, wtere Jgoberned a 
number of Fools, J governed Cain the firſt tozn both of his 
Father and Pother: by my counſell he killed his god bzother 


Abell the innoceut. J governed the greateſt Gyants that ever 


were of the ſced of man, as the Daughters of Cain, and the 
Sonnes of Sech : J made them truſt in their own ſtrength , 
not onely touching feats of lwarre , buf J cauſed them alſo to 
contenne the Wozdof Hob, and the knowledge or the ſame ; 
A perſwaded them to uſe their Liberty , and to live acco2ding 
to their Luft, in Lechery and all other abominations, without 
regard of the upzightnefſe of nature, honeſty , oz feare of 
God. 

When Noe had p:eached fozty yearesſpace of the laſt de- 
fruction of the Moꝛld, theſe obſtinate Gyants being nuzzeled 
in all wickednefſe of life, defeſfably turned atl his Admoni ; 
tions and Dermons to mockery ; whereat Gov was wzotb, . 

and 
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and ſent a great Flend which d2owned all libing creatures ſa⸗ 
ving Noe and his thꝛæ @ons, Sem, Ham and Iaphet, with 
their Wiives, Then J thonght to have loſt my raign in the 
World, but in ſhozt ſpace they encreaſed wanterfully, 

Ten J councelled them fo build an bdigh Tower, which 
might reach as high as Yeaven, that tn deſpight of God they 
might ſavs themſelves, if againe hæ meant fo dzown the 
Wold ; But Gos confounded their device, and where bekoze 
all the TU ozlo 1patte in one Language , hee divired them, ſo 
that the Tower remained unfiniſhed, fog the Wuttke ts under 
uod not each ofhers ſpat“. 

Chen the Poſtcritp i Noah were di perſed thꝛoughout 
the WMoald, an” I teignen amongſt them everp where, coun⸗ 
ſelluig men Nations to Fozſake the kno! wletge ok God, and 
to C oz chip the Heaſt of Yeover, as loc Sunne the Boone, 
the Stu res, the Planets, the Fire, the later, the Aire, 
andiye Ent, and o mate Jdols and bondur them in the 
ltkenc lle of men, ol Bean Bites, and fo Nozſhipthem, 
ſo that the ire knowiedge of Gd (ovid be proper but unto 
one people, deſcend ed from the lopiics of Abraham, and they 
are the Jewes. 

Then J demanded of Folly, how Joolafry enfred the 
Woz1ld, and where ba took pl ace firſt. Py ſonne (quoth ſhe) 
underſtand that Acolatry bath bene b2cught into the WMozld 
by my meanes, foz Idol xtry took her firft oziginall und be⸗ 
ginning in Chaldea, in tbe City of Babylon, and in the Regi⸗ 
on o2 Countreꝝ of the Aſſyrians, in the raigne of Ninus the 
tbird a ing, which was ihe Donne of Bell, Bell of Nimroth, 
Nimroth of Chus, Chus of Cham, Cham oi Noce: 0 that Ni- 
nus the third Ring of Babylon, was the fürſt man that ein 
o2datne Temples, and ſet up Altars, to ſacrifice upon, unto 
dis Father Bell, and to Iuno his Potger. Fitſt, ve fachio⸗ 
ned their ſtanding Images, and ſet them in the 181udeft of 
the City of Babylon, and that was the firſt beginning of 
Idolatry : other Netghbours and Nations did as ;aucy ; the 
Egyptians made the like by Oiiris, ſtryamed Iubner, the 
true Bonne of Cham and of Rhca, The lallie Okris „ älter 

tis 
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+ hisdeah waseftemed of the £gyprians foz his vertue fo be a 


God, ſo that the matter by my connſell (quoth Folly) turned ts 
Idolafry. Fo2 they offered ſacrifice unto him, and honoured 
him in keꝛm ef au Dr aꝛ a Calfe: the like alſo did the Childzen 
of Iſrael in th: Deſarts with their doll, which afterwards 
was named Seraphis. : | 
15ut as yet France and Germany were not infected with 
Jdolatry, howbeit J did my endeavour ts make it moze 
untverſall, and ceaſed not, kill that Choztly after this 
Peſkilence had taken rot. Foz the above-named Ninus , 
Sonns of Bell King of Babylon, marryed Semiramis, that 
wonderfull woman, who (as it is w2itten ) deviſed that all 
the male Child2en ſhould be geld2d ; of her body begat her one 
Sonne named Ninus the Second, and by another wife her had 
another Donne called Trabeta, who by right of ſucceſſion 
ſhould have enjoyed the Crown of Babylon, but that his Po- 
ther-in-Law kept him from it, and tok the Goverment and 
rule unto her ſelfe , and kept it in the behalfe of her young 
Sonne Ninus. Trabeta then fearing his Sep mother, fled 
from Babylon, and after long travell he arrived in France, not 
farre from the River of Rhene, where hee founded a City 
and called it Treves, which is yet a very ancient City. At 
that time was Gallica Belgica , and all the Countrey about if, 
which we call Low Almaine, firſt infected and popſoned 
with A:olatrey , which was 1947 yeares befoze the Jncar- 
nation of Jeſus Chziſt. There Trabeta (by my connſell) 
made the Picture of his Gzand-father, Bell the Sonne of Nim- 
roth, the great Gyant and firſt Saturn of the Babylonians, to 
bee Moꝛſhipped in the City of Treves, But afterward Bavo 
who founded the City Pelges, otherwiſe called Bavoy in 
Hainot ; had taken by fozce the City df Treves, and vicozt- 
onfly bzought to Bvoy all the Treaſure of Treves, and their 
Idols, wherewith alſo he bzought his own Jools from - 
Phrigia. Be this meanes the errour of Jdolatry was moze 
guthozized : Foz by my connſell de built with the ſpoples of 
his conqueſt, ſeven marvellous and mighty Temples in his 
City, which had ſeven dozes, accozding to the ſeven 
Planets, 
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Planefs , (her had al's a thouſand Towers, ebery ons an 
hundzed cubits high, and eighten fot baoad. By what J have 
related, (quoth Folly) you may perceive that the Babylonians, 
the Egyptians, the Phrygians, the French-men, and the Ger» 
maines, followed my eounſoki:: but asfoz other Nations they 
were not as yet infected with Jvolafry : Foz the gad Pas 
triark Noah, otherwiſe called Ianus, ng Swelt' in Italy 
fonreſcoze and two years, and being 950-yoars old, (350 years 
after the Floud) her dyed, befozo the ton 1976 years. 
This god man was lamented and dewaxled thzough all the 
Weo21d generally, buf chiefly of the It⸗lians, then called Las 
nigenes , and of the Armenians, over whom he &rEraignets / 
Mhefe people p:eſently after they une of Noahs death, 
they hogonred him as a-boly man: Foz in thoſe dapes all 
holy men were counted Gods: as it is often mentioned in 
the holy @cripture, I have ſaid yeeare Gods; and, yee all are 
children of the moſt high. And which is mozs, they made him 
1 and 9 * —1 —d — unto ide 
Saints of Yraven. J (quoth Folly) made t te people 
aſſure them(ſclves'that dis Souls was removed into ſome ot 
the heavenly bodies, fo2 the which they called him the Sunne, 
and the ſ@dof the Wozld, the Father of Gods, the greater and 
leſſer, the AN juſtice, and holineſſe, the dziver a« 
way of evi 2, and the pzeſerver of all ged things; 
Againe, they tailed his Sucreſfonrs, Janus Geminus Qua- 
drifrons Enotrius, Ogiges, Vertumnus, Iupiter Optimus 
Maximus, Then J perſwaded the people to offer Sacrifice 
unto him as unto God, by which deev they became all Jtola- 
ters : fo; if they had eff&@med him no better then a-holy 
man, they had not fftned en that, dz indeed der tas a holp 
man. Park what Auſtine ſaith in his tenth Book of the 
City of God: It is not lawfull (ſaith hie) to offer any ſacrifice 
to any Saint, be it man or Angel but only to God. After the 
deftrngtion of Troy, Eneas came into Italy, bzinging with 
m hes oton Adois, and the Gods of Troy: hereupon 4. 
tatry took fozce, and encreaſed moze and moze. I think 
(quoth Folly) that thts which J _ told thee * — 
ut ice 
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ſuffice to declare bow Joolatry entred the wozld firſf, Then 
baſt heard alſo how J governed Angels and Nations. Now 
thon ſhalt under ſtand how J have ruled and o2dered parti⸗ 
cular perſons. | | 
After the Flond, A firſt ruled Cham, Noahs Senne, who 


* being wholly given to the Pagicall Art, obtained, and had 


the name of Zoroaſtes. a hated his Father, becauſe b& lo- 
ved his own B2other better then him, tn revenge whereof 
upon a day hee found his Father Noahdzunk; tying fall «fl xp 
upon the ground, unhoneltly b diſcovered bis Fathers 
Pzivities : and (by my tounſell) h pꝛeſumed fo touch thoſe 
his ſecretparts, and enchanted them by his Pagicall Art, ſ@ 
that ever after foz want of ability, her could not joyne ine 
with any woman to beget ehildzen. Vis Father being angry 
tdereat, abandoned him fo2 a ſeaſon. After that, he became 
the firſt King-and Saturn of Eęypt, in ſo much as the holy 
Scriptures called Cham the firſt Ring of Egypt. | 
Againe, by my counſall he trayned up his people accozs 
ding to his awn nature, in all villany and filthinefſe ; open 
ly affirming, that men might lawfully uſe and habe to doe 
with their own Daughters and Piers, as was the cyuſtome 
befoze the Floud , and alſo to commit many other unlawſall 
dee ds, which J am aſhamed to declare: by the which vecrine, 
naturall Uirginity was oftentimes violently aſanlted and 
ravilhed. Then my friend Cham went into Italy and Uſurped 
the Realme to himſelſe. And whereas other Pzinces of his 
Linage in Germany, Spaine, and France, gave god Eramples 
to their @abjects, inſtructing them in god and godly Lawes, 
bee contrariwiſe ſpopled all the Youths in Italy, cozrupting 
them with all kindes of Uices, as Leachevy, Theft, Purthex, 
ovſoning, and Enchantment, whereof bee himſelfe was the 
rſt Inventer, as all Þiſtoziographers-hold Opinion. But 
When bis god Father Noah underſthd of it, be came in's 

Italy, and hunted him from thence. | 
- Af A ould w2ite of all the ovill dds of Cham, it would be a 
waighty pics of wozk, and the matter would ſæme man- 
Trons, Vut at the laſt, ha. convayed himſelte over among 
the 
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the BaQrians, a people inhabiting towards the Indians, where 
by his Enchantment the people became his Subjects, and ha 
raignedober them with great Fo2ce and Power. Pet at the 
laſt hee was vanquiſhed and Natne in Batteli b Ninus King 
of Babylon, whichpefcented of his race by bis Son Chus. Thus 
(quoth Folly) J loſt my friend Cham, ſirnamed Zoroaſtes, 
Saturn of Egypt, the common Cnemy of God and man, and 
one of the moſt perverſe and untowardeſt Ty:ants that ever 
was in the Wozld. | . 
AJ governed Bel the ſecond King of Babylon, and his Sonne 
Ninus: into whoſe he ads A put a diſoꝛsinate raging, ſo that they 
delited to rule alone in the woꝛld. And to bꝛing this to paſſe, 1 
counſelled them to change and cut off the Golden Age, which 
would have things common, -peaceable, and in quiet. Peres 
unto they armed themſelves by all poſible meanes, under⸗ 
taking to ſpoyle Sabatius Saga, firnamed Saturne, King and 
Patriark of Armenia, ſo made and ozdained by his Gand. 
Father Noab. The ſame S1bacius was Son of Chus, and Bꝛa⸗ 
ther to Nemroth, whom Moſes called Sabtah in Hebꝛew, 
which in Latine is Saturnus. ö 
* When the ſald Sabatius King of Armenia, (having hardly 
eſcaped the hands of Bel and Ninus) went foz refuge to his 
Gand · father Noah info Italy, where Noah made him King 
and Patriark of the Aborignes, and founded him a City en 
the other Ude of Tiber, which was named Saturma : as Virgil 
declareth in a PaCage, where he ſaith thus: | 

Primus ab æthereo yenit Saturaus Olympo. 

Arma Iovis fugiens, & regnisexſul — 

Chat is to ſap: 
Saturn the firſt, from his Realm did flie, 
for feare ot Ioves Artillarie. 
He loſt his Rule and Regiment, 
and led bis life in Baniſhment. 

Foz Bell the Sonne of Nemroth, was ſirnamed Tupiter, 
And it is not likely to be true as ſome ſay , that the ſame 
Saturn that was chafed aw by Iupiter was Nemroth the 
King of Crete, but the ible ſaith, that h was King of 

D 3 Babylon. 
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Babylon, which was farre diſtant from the Ille of Crete, 
Jn thoſe dayes they termed the chiefe man of every Youſe 
Saturn: fheir ons Iupiters 02 Ioves: their Daughters, Iu- 
no's, and their Nephewes, Hercules: fo that we finde in 
ancient Recozds, many men named Saturn, Iupiter, and 
Hercules. . 

But to my purpoſe, ( quoth Folly ) the above-named Ni · 
nus by my counlell,, after the death of his Father Bell, cauſed 
his Picture and ſtanding Image to hee made, commanding 
every manner of perſon to doe Yomage unto the Atols of 
his Father and other, and to adoze them with Divine Moz⸗ 

: and ſo he was (as yan have heard) the firſt Jnventer of 
fry. A governed Tiphoa the Sonns of Cham, in whom 
all his Fathers Uices abounded.. V malitiouly eavyed the 
pzoſperity of bis Boother Oſires, firnamed Jupiter the juſt, 
who was a great perſecuter of Ty3ants. It angred me (quoth 
Folly.) that fo honeſt a man libod. Then J cauſed Tiphon 
with other Gyants, to murther Ofices , inſomuch that Ti- 
yon cat him in ſtx and twenty pieces, and beſtawed them 
pon other Gyants that helped him to wozk his feat. But 
the good Hercules of Lybia , the @onne of Oſires, with the help. 
of his other Bzethsen, in foughten Field, killed Tiphon ths 
Grant, and ths other Tyzants, which conſented to his Fa- 
thers death. Lag ot 
A governed. (auth Folly ) ene Tupicer ing of Crete, 
which Conntroy-1s now called Cendie - ut foꝛaſmuch as 
the Gzek Lyers,. and other Writers both Latine and 
French, ts enlatge their Lyes and Dzeames, attribute that 
unto fhis Iupiter oftentimes, with appertaines not to 
bim, J would have ren mark well that in thole vayes, the 
Kings Chtlvzen and Fathers of Familes, wers called Iupi- 
rers 82 Ioves: notwithſtanding there. are thꝛt of that nams 
renowned, as wee finde-in Viltozies, The firſt was Oſires 
the Nephew of Noah, the Donne of Cham: twho mas noleſſe 
ad then bis Fathor was evill. This Iupiter begat great 
Hercules of Lybia :. who was Ring of Spaine, France, and 
kaly. This great Hercules, was like anto his Father, -

great perſecuter of Tyzants thzonghout all the Mozld. Þ& 
begatof Araxa, the young Tuſcus, King of Tuſcany in Italy. 

This Tuſcus begat Alcirus Blaſcon by whom was begotten 
combo Blaſcon, which was (as ſome ſap) irnamed the ſecond 
Jupiter, and wozthipped in the Mold. Nowthis Cambo Blaſ- 
con firnamed Iupiter, begat upon Electra the Daughter of 
Atlas firnamsed Italus ( of whom yet Italy beareth the name) 
Takes and Dardanus. This the lying Grecians, and many o⸗ 
ther Triflers attribute unto Iupiter of Crete: which matter 
is in controverſte and may be denped. Foz Dardanus after hes 
had killed bis Bother Iaſius by onvie and treaſon, hes fled into 
the Ile of Samus, and from thence inte Phrygia , where hee 
founded a City called Dardania , where he begat a Sonne cal». 
led Ecrionius, and ofhim lineatty deſcended Troas who gabe 
the City of Dardania the name et Troy. 

{This ſams Tross had th; & childzen, Illius, Iſſarscula, and 
Ganimedes, Which Ganimedes was taken by Tataus the King 
of high Pbrygia and fold to Iupiter of Crete, to be abuſed like 
a Sovomits: which argueth that he begate not Dardanus the 
great Gzand-father of S animedes. Mhefirſt Topicer then vou 
may perceive was Ofires, Nephew to Noah, whom Moſes 
named Mazraim,The ſecond Iupiter was Cambo Blaſcen King 
of Italy, which ſome ſay alſo hadbenKing of Athens, and of 
Arcady, but I thiuk tyat Tupiter of Arcady, who begat Lace. 
demon, is ſome otherbeſive Cambo Blaſcon, Yowſoever the 
caſe ftanveth, certaine it is that Tupicer of Crete, Oſires and 
Cambo Blaſcon were contraries. 

* The third Iupiter, 'renowned in the wozld , was King of 
the Ale af Crete: who bare in bis Scutchion and Coat-Ar- 
mour un Sagte : but in all his manners he was altoge- - 
ther given to Folly, Fez de deflourod Uirgins, be rabi⸗ 
ted Mtves, abuſed young and committed all kinds 
of Utilany that was poſſible, either to be ſpoken oz done. 
Poe commilod adultery with Alkmena, the Wife of Amphi- 
erio; of mem he begat little Hercules of Treece ; hie did the * 
like with Læda the Wife of Tyndarus, ot whom alſo he be- 
gat faire Helen : J toath to tell what Deflowzings' and 
_—_— D3.  Rapss- 
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Kapes bit effered and thꝛuſt upon tivers;particalar Maidens 
and faire voung Childꝛen. But notwithſtanding bis vile lite 
(quoth Folly) by my meanes the rute people made him a God 
and mary falſe Lyers have attributed unte him the noble 
dds of the god Patriark Noab, and his Nephew O ſires, firs 
named lIupiter the juſt, | | 

Mo2eover, they did not onely make Dacrifice unto him, but 
alſo gave bim the Title and Name of Moſt excellent good, 
whereas indeed he was molt evill: foz hee was an IAnceſtu⸗ 
ons and Sodomiticall perſon, and a common Enemp to Cha⸗ 
ffity and Yaneſky, in ſo much that p:ople openly in their 
Stage-playes, counterfaited , ſung and deſcanted upon the 
filthy Leacheries, and other villanies which he uſed,affirming 
that ſuch Antiques, and Pageants, were moſt fit and agrees 
able unto him: By meanes whereof all bis Subjects gave 
themſelves to the lame, ſaping , that it was as fit foz them 
ſo to live, as foz their great God Iupiter. 

J governed little Hercules of Greece, otherwiſe called 
Alcens, the baſtard ſonne unto the ſame Iupiter, whom der 
had by Alkmena, the Mitte of Amphitrio. Unto the ſame 
Hercules the lying Greeks , full of vaine Eloquence, [give 
the name and title of grea! Hercules of Lybia, which is moſt 
falſe : Foz that Hercules of Greece was the firſt Pyzate 
that ever roved on the Seas, and abounded with all vice, 
following the ſteps of his Father Jupiter the Adulterer, 
in all reſpects ; and as be lived even ſo deer dyed: Foz be⸗ 
ing mad (ſaith Seneca) he flew his Wife and Childzen, any 
afterwards burned himſelfe. But a little befoze bis death 
be made Philactetes ſweare that hee would never diſcloſe his 
death, noz the manner how da bad beſtowed. himſele which 
thing he did of a daine, arrogant, p2oud, and ambitious 
minde, eben fo this end, that the people might irepszt and be⸗ 
Ueve, that the Gods had dzawn him up to Peaveon inviſible : 
but it chanced not as he deſired. Pet notwithſtanding (quoth 
Folly) J perſwadev the lying Grecks that it was ſo, and made 
them wozſhip him as a God. 

I governed faire Paris King Priams Sonne, whoſs ür⸗ 
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name was Alexander. At the firſt he made no account of me} 
but leading a contemplative life he followed the loze of Pallas 

the Goddeſſe af Miſedome, mine Adverſary: but when 

Juno, Pallas, and Venus, were at rife foz the golden Ball, 
which was thzown amongſt them (with conditten that the 

faireſt of them thould have it) they committed the matter to 

the judgement of Paris, ſirnamed Alexander: who was upon 

point to gibe ſentence tn the behalfe of Pallas mine ene; 

my but by my perſwaſlon after wards he gave it unto Venus 

my, good friend, and my olo acquaintance ; then fo2 recom 

pence of his fooliſh judgement , J counſelled him to goe to 

Greece, whers be raviihed faire Helen Yerenpon the Greeks 

in a great and mad rage, pꝛepared all their fozce againſt the 

Troyans, and after ten yeares Siege againſt their City they 

took Illion, and put Ming Priam to death, inſomach that the 

whole Realm was ther bp defaced. | 

In that Martes were killed many P2inces, and Nobls 
Inights, as HeRor, Achilles, and Paris alſs was flatne by 
Philactetes the Companion of the lefſe Hercules, in a Combat 
fought hand to hand. The weapons which they uſed, were 
Bowes and fozked Arrowes, wherewith Philactetes woun⸗ 
ded Paris in th2& places. Firſt, in his left hand, ſecondly in 
bis righteys, thirdly in both his legges, which were faſtned 
with the ſcroak together. Being thus wounded, the Troyans , 
carryed him into the City, where ſhoztly after he dyed. 

I governed (quoth Folly) faire Helen, the baſtard Daugb⸗ 
ter of the third lupiter King of Ctece, begotten of Lz4da the 
Wife of Tindarus : which Helen by my coanſell, went from 
ber Bysband Menalaus, and ſuffered her ſelfe ta beeraviſhed 
by a young Lecterons Troyan named Paris, (irnamed Alex- 
ander, the Donne of Ning Priam: ſh& b2ought bloud and 
death to Troy, inſtead ot Dowie: foz by her occaſion Troy 
was deſtroyed, and Priam with the moſt part of his childzen 
killed. And to the end that her adulterous Pate Paris oz A- 
lexander, ſhanld not leave her and go to his own lawfull Mie 
Pagales Oenone, ſhe bewitched him with certaine dzinks 


| wherein ſhe was her craſts Piltrefſe ; which thing when 
| ons. 
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eine doth uſe, he is in ſach caſe that he fo2gets all things pat, 
and all (ozrowes pꝛeſeut. When he was thus arrived at 
Troy, the god man her Yusband Menalaus, with Ulyſles 
and other G2@k Embaſſavoars , came to fetch hor away, 
and King Priamus commanded that che ſhould bee bzonght 
into his p2olence, offering unto her frankly with loud voyce, 
| that che thanld (it ſh@thonght god ) ſcaly and with full li⸗ 
'berty depart againe into Greece, with all her retinue, peo⸗ 
ple, and polfe. Whereunto ſhe anſwered in the bearing of 
ber Yugsband and King Priam, with the reſt of his Counſell 
and Commons, that ſhe was not diſpoſed ts retire to her 
Countre v, wiſhing alſothat her Pagband Menalaus that gov 
man might goe to God, foz ſha was none of his wife, nei⸗ 
ther would ſhe have to doe with him, and that chee cams not 
to Troy againſt her will, neither did ſh&@ eſterme of hit 
-marriage. 

To conclude , at length Troy by Treaſon was taken, and 
vanſackt: eighteen years after thee had been ſrom her Hul⸗ 
band, and all that ſpacs had lived in Leachery, with two 
Adulteries, thee grew to agreement, and made peace with 
her Pusband Menaleus. But when the was we xe d ole ſhe lok- 
ed in a glaſſe, and ſeeing her face farie from faire, ſhes fell 
into a loud laughter, and flouted at the Foles that fought ten 
years together, foz the love of a thing that faded ſo ſone a- 
way: but when her Yusband Menalaus was dead, two chiefe 
men of the City of Sparta, named Nicoſtratus and Magopen- 
tus, men of great Anthozity, hunted Helen out of the City 
and Realm of Lacedimonia, without appoynting unto her 
any place oz pzoviſion to keep her. Upon which banich⸗ 
ment ſhes came to Rhodes to her ancient Companion and 
friend QueenPolipo, which was alſo then Widdew by rea- 
ſon of the death of her Husband Tlepolemus , who was llaine 
befoze Troy: And when ſhee was at Rhoder, Queen Po- 
tipo uſed her very well, but the young Gentle women her 
waiting Pal2es hated her deadly, fo2 that Chee was the 
rauſs that their King Tlepolemus was kild : inſomuch that 
upon a day they conſpired together againſt her and got her 
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into a Garden, where they faſfning a Rope abont her Neck, 
hang her upon a Tree and ſtrangled her todeath. This was 
the miſerable end ot Helen, wh obeing dead (quoth Folly) A put 
into the beads of the blind peopls that ſhe was a Goddeſſe, by 
reaſonof her incomparable Beauty. Foz which conſideration 
they being not only Jvolatronfly , and heretically, but alſo 
damnably deceived, built her a marvellous coſtly and ffatel 
Temple, and named her with great Devotion, The goddeſſe 
Beauty, anddeviſed many falfe Miracles andliyes, the which 
foz bꝛebity I let paſſe. I governed (quoth Folly) Pharaoh 
Amenophis, and Pharaoh Bacchoris,both Kings of Egypt: whe 
by my counſell cauſed all the Pale Childzen of the Jewes fo 
be dzowned, which people the firſt Pharaoh held in marvel- 
lous ſabjecion. As foz the ſecond, J inffruced him ſo well 
that hee would not ſuffer the Childzen of 1ſrael to depart outof 
bis Land, but in the end being ſcourged by God he was. con 
trained to let them goe, and whon they were gone, J gave 
him connſell in revenge, to purſue them with all · their Chi⸗ 
valry and power of Egypt, which thing he dis: but the Ty» 
rant and all his Company were dzowned in the Red dea. I 
governed Chore, Dathan, and Abiram, counſelling them not 
to obey the commandement of Moſes whom God had ozdap- 
ned chiefe Governeur over the Chilozen of Iſrael: but Chore 
in offering Incenſe contraryto his Office, was attainted, and 
fide hundzed moze of his Faction with bim: And foz the Res 
bellion at Dathan and Abiram, the © arth opened,inſomach that 
they, —— „ and gods, were all (wallowed 
up alive« 
A governed Saul the firſt King of Iſrael, at the beginning 
of dis Raign, hee was god and godly, but at laſt J enchanted 
him ſothat he cauſed many of-Gods/-Pzteffsfo be killed, in⸗ 
ſomuch that in one day he put to death foureſcoze and five. Y 
counſelled him to perſecute god David, and to ask counſell of 
Witches and Dozcerers , contrary to Gods Lawes, then af 
the laſt being fozſaken of God, hs was vanquiſhed by the Phi- 
liſtines , and with his- own hands ew himſelfe-upon the 
Mount of Silboa *  - 5 "I # 
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any counſsil J made him commit Adultery wich Ber 
Aba the Mile of Vrias : And notwithtanving, that Vrias 
was his faithfall dervant, and god Counſettour, yet I gave 
dem connſell to kill Vrias, by meanes whereof his fine - 
mlghtbe covered in marriage of bis Wife, Foz the which 
offence the P3zophet Nathaa diſcloſed mee, ſo that my ſurther 
meaning bzske off, and eber after J was baniſhed his Boule. 
Jalta governsd his Sonne Abſolon, who after be had killed 
des Bother Ammon, made Marte with his Father , and 
dab him from Hieruſalem, being nothing aſhamed to enter 
the Pouſe of ai his Fathers Concubines, and to lie with them, 
butan Wake did execute Juſtico upon that wicked Child, foz 
when des thong de to efcape with his Mule, the Tr caught 
hum fat by the aire ofthe Hear, till Ioab came with a Lanes 
and killed dim. 

Anlſo governed Rehoboam King Solomons sonne who un⸗ 
realoaavly grieved and oppꝛeſſed his people with Taxes, and 
Impoſts: Anſomuch, that when they requeſted to have it ſome- 
w)ztealed, he did not onde deny their petitions, but alſo gave 
them uncontteous Langrage , following the counſell of hts 
young wunton Gentlemen t sther then the-wiſe admonittons 
of-grave Cbunſellours by the which meanes he loft the great- 
elt part of his Realm. 

'Y governed the great Auen Iezabel; by whoſe addice 
ding Achab her Pusband wo2Hipped the Fvoll Baal, and 
cauſed god 'Naboth tobe killed: he perſecnted the P20- 
phets of God, and mite many of them to be put to death: h&@ 
fought by all meanes'to diſpatch god Elias, butas her life 
was. chi, ſo' was her death ſhamefull: fo2- cher falling from 
adighWingw, was over-troven with Bojzlesfe@t, and exten 
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d not the Govornment of the Realm, but lived 
in-delight. Pe@nled:to Paint his Face, and fo ap- 
drei gina n womans Apparell : hie exerciſed himſelife 
zu all kinds of villany and filthineſs; inſomuch that 14 * 
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bir ſaw that ha was fozſaken of the greateſt part of his pia- 
ple, and that he bad very evill lack in Battell againſt his 


Enemies, and ſtod upon noground tr i from danger of death. 


At chanced one day, that being in the Tower of Babylon, hs 
ſet it on fire, and there burned himſelle, and all that ever 
e had.

e J governed Cambices Ming of Perſia, the Senne of g 
King Cyrus, who by my counſell was given to glut tene, 
any dzunkenneſe with other dices not beſeeming a Piince. 
a time, Pcaxaſpes one of His moſt excellent Counſel- 
lours, ſeeing him immoderatelp bibbing, reverently told him 
that it was not Pzlince-like : whereat the King was-weeoth, 
and commanded dim ts ſend faz his younget Donne who be» 
ing bzought, Cambices cauſed Praxaſpes ts tie him to a Tree, 
ſaping : If I can hit the heart of thy Senne with an Arrow out 
of my long Bow, is it the feat of a man chat is drunk?

Dogge that the nag kept: theſe two fought ſo long titi at tat 
the Dogge was like to have the wozlt.

\bzance, which thing J have the rather done, tothe end that all 
devout Cyziffian Readers mlght willingly learne, and 
.thzonghly know what grea! wickedneſſe they commit in fol- 
lowing tbe evill counſell of Dame Folly. Every one ought to 
fo:ſake her; foz that ths end of ſuch as be ruledby her pzecepts, 
tread in ber paths, and dance after her Pipe, is pzoved by 
experience to bee dangerous, deadly, and damnable.

Foz as a King is accompanied with a great traine of Sex- 
ditours, even fo hath Pride a ſozt of finnes foz her ſubjects, 
over whom ſha raigneth P2ince like. Againe, as Kings 
keep and hold their own right, even ſo doth Pride behave 
per ſelfe toward the pzond, It is a ſingular fign of a great 
repzobate and cat-away, when a man liveth long in Pride. 
#02 this ſinne diſpleaſeth God moze than all ether vices, as 
humility pleaſeth bim moze than all other vertuer. And 
becauſe the pzaud advance themſelves above all other, the 
Wevill dealeth with them acco2dingly : Fos as the Crow 
when de is not able to crack a hard UWalnat with his 
Bill, taketh his flight aloft right ober a great fone, and let⸗ 
ting it falt , bzeaketh the ſame, and then alighteth to eat 
the kernell : even ſo plapeth the Deviil with the p2oud, foz 
firſt hee advanceth them aloft, and bzingeth them to pzomo- 
tion in this Moꝛlo, but when they are in the top of their hap⸗ 
pinefſe, and think upon no danger, then, even then comes the 
Devill, and he thaowes them down head long with a mils 
chiefe, into Pell.

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The difference betwe&n the humble and the pzoud , may 
bs known by that of Co2n and Chaffe. Fo2 as Chaffe being 
light is puft up aloft with the winde, and is ſaddenly conſq- 
med, whereas contrawiſe god Cozn lying low, is gathered 


from the ground, laid up in Garners, and eſtemed of every 


body : even ſo it falleth out with the pꝛide of the pꝛoud, and the 
humilitie of the humble. Unto pꝛide doe appertaine theſe 
Aices following : namely Arrogancy , Preſumption, Con= 
tempt, Het eſie, Hypocriſie, Diſobedience, Vaine«gloty, Am- 
bition, and ſuch like. 

In the ſecond Tower lodged Envie, over whoſe Entrp⸗ 
dooze, this device was whit, FIR E. BRAND OF 
HELL, AND THE EBVILS DARLING. 
Now, Envie is a ſadnt ſſe and heabineſſe of heart fo2 anothers 
p:oſperity. This finne bath ſoveraignty in the bad, as Cha- 
rity in the god. Charity is a badge of Salvation, Envie of 
Damnation. The envious man differs not from the Devill 
in any degre, they are Partners in gaine and in loſſe. If the 
Devill reap p2ofit by doing evill, the envious man will be 
ſure to follow bis trade, foz lucre ſake. And as the envious 
man grudgeth at anothers pzofit andgod name: ſo doth he 
delight in anstbers loffe and ill repozt: There cannot ba a 
fouler and moze cruell ſinne than Envie : foz ſhe alwayestoz- 
menteth and vereth her Foſterer, J meane the envicus, in 
whom ſhe dwelleth. He that ſ@keth to get god by others evil, 
never amends in that mind. And he that planteth his ple:iſa:e 
upon ancthers paine, ſhall have ſuch fiuit, as he that graſts 
Figs on Thgzns : oz would make Fire to burn by pouring 
water thercon. Euvie is a diſeaſe hard to bee healed, b:cauſe it 
lyeth hidden in the heart, where the Pbyſittancannot come to 
cure it. There belongs unto this Uice, Hatred, Malice, Slan- 
der, Diſdaine, Freachery, and the like. 

In the thicd Tower dwelt Wrath, over whoſe Pozch this 
Poſey was witten, THE VERY MVRTHE- 
RER OF HOLY LOVF. Foz as holy Love pe- 
pares the Conſcience ts dwell with God, ſo doth Wrath pze- 
vare it to dwell with the Devill, Wrath taketh away ths 
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bearing of reaſon. The w2athfult man will heare the connſell 
of none. There ts nothing. reſembles the Image of God: 
moe than man being in perſea lops. Foz God will bee there 
where unity is kept, where people be at peate, and where 
Countreys be quiet: which cannot be in wzathfult wzotches. A 
wzathtull man ts like unto one poſſeſſeſſed with 4a Dedill, 
who is ever tozmented untill ze hath vomited him out. Wrath 
maketh men fight, Wrath cantetb blaſphemy, by Wrath the 
Devill conqueieth Countreys, Wrath is like a muzled Dogge; 
Foz when ha cannot bite, yet with ſnarling he makes others 
goe together by the eares. And as the Fiſher⸗ men troubleth 
the water, becauie the Fiſh ſhould not ſee his Nets, even ſo 
the Devill by Wrath froubleth man, to the end be ſhould 
not underſtand noz perceive vis own destruction. To the 
wzathfull man belongs inflaming of the heart, Ind:guation, 
Diſorder, Blaſphemy, Contention, Rankour, Revengement, 
Murther, and ſuch like. 4 ; 

In the feurth Tower delt Covetouſneſſe, whoſe Poſey 
is this: IDOLATRY AND A BOTTOM- 
LESSE GVLFE ARE INSATIABLE. The 
covetons man is ſozſaken of God, foz he loves his gains 
better than Sod: he had ratber loſe God than gods. Foz 
little trifles that touch his pꝛoſit he ſweares and lies, which 
is a thing moſt damnable. The Faich, Hope, and Charity, 
which be ſhonld have towards God, Covetouſneſle turnes 
it to Riches. The covetaus mans heart is all upon his 
gods, and not upon God : fo2 where the heart is, there fs 
alſo a mans love. The covetous man offendeth in evill 
getting, in evilluſng, and in evill loving his gods. The 
tovetous man is governed by the Devill , hazarding his 
Soule to eternall tozment foz the lewd lobe of tempoz2 all 
toes. And as the Pouſe is caught in the Trap, whiles ſh&e 
bopeth to get the Batt, even ſo is the cove dus man by the 
Devill, in hunting after Kiches. Te covetous man is like 
unto a Bagge, whole life doth little god to and man, but 
rather greatharme, by rea'on of the noyſomneſſe and filtip 
Link which that nalky Brat p2ocureth' ; but when the 
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Bukchur bath kiten him, then b@ yeelds pꝛofft, becauſe {t- 
ratriſheth, tc. Even ſo the 'covetous man whiles he liveth 
Nah gad ta nuit, hut tacher divanifles bis neigbbdurs: 
bu, mn Gads laughter ⸗ man (Death J meuhe) comes 
and deſtrapeth him, then thoſe that live, fares the better. 
The cobetons man is like a Band dogge, that feedeth up⸗ 
un Catrian, and will aumit u companion to take part with 
bim, but eating all alone, and fifling his gats till hee burſt, 
bes dyeth, and the-Fowles of the Aꝑꝛe devenre him. The 
code tous: man ho deti his gods, and ſuffereth the udp to 
ſtarve. Lis cobetous 'tman troweth over the pwze, the 
Devili crnineth over dim. And upon Covetouſneſfe at- 
tond thoſe monſters, Vſury, Simony , Fraud , Porjury, and 
an Satriledge, Deccipr, Extortioa, Oppreſſion, and the 
Devill. | | 
Fn the fifth Tower dwelt Gluttony , over whole poztall 
this Poſey was witten, VENOMOVS. WINE 
AND DEADLY DAINTIES. Truth it ts, that 
tis thozat is the gate of the body: you know! that when an E- 
nemy. would winne a Cattle, i᷑ once he get in at the & ne, be 
makes no doubt of winning the hold: even ſe tbe Debill, 
when her hath entred in at the throat, it is no queſt ion but 
den would winne both the heart and body. Now his cuffonte 
is to ewter with many Ennes, of which Gluttony is the mo- 
ther. Fo2 the dzunkard and immodera'e feder, conſ:nteth 
to all vice. Therefoze it is requiſite to ſet a god Pozter to 
kwep the th2oat , leſt the Devill get in. Foz as a man may 
dead a Yozle when he hath him by the B. dle: even ſo may 
the Deviilrute a man, having once gotten hold of dis month 
by Gluccony, yea hee then poſſ-Meth him wholty. Tbe ſer- 
vant being Co2ne-fed , oftentimes rebellethagatnſt bis Pa- 
fter : even fo the body baving received erceCe and moze tan 
enough, bs apt to rebell againſt the ſpirit. Gluttony kits 
moze than the word of the Enemy, it makes many to die 
ſoner than they ſhaniv by nature. E:ceſſive eating and 
d:inking cozrupteth the body, and tngendereth de:eaſes.

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Glutten is wo2fe than a Hogge that fædetb filthily and vet the 
te is like the Dire, of whom he takes his manners, and 
doth but his kinde.

Mhey that make Taverns their Temvles , are like a 
Yogge wallowing in fve mire. Foz as the filthyYogge tums . 
blethin the mire and dirt, even ſo do Glottons and Dꝛunkards 
oftentimes wallow in damnable Dtunkeanefſe and Shurts - - 
ny.

wherein was no want of Deere, red oz fallow. Beyond theſe 
Hils. were godlyFozrefts, full of gentlemanly Game fozYats 
ting. Jn the Ualley where the Pallace ſtod, was a marvel 
lous faire græne Medow, thozow the middeſt whereof ranng 
a River of fine freſh water , upon the bzimmes whereof on 
bath ſides along grew Apple-tr&s, Peare« tres, Plum-fres, 
Ollve - trees, Elder · trees, Oke · trees, Clme.tres, and ſich 
like: faſt be the godly Bank alſo grew many young Pazel- 
tries, fall of Nuts, at the time of the yeare, and by that again 
Cach ſtozeof.

Gods grace, To ſæ the pitious eſtate wherein J was, and the 
underſtanding which Folly had darkned, mate me the wo⸗ 
fulleſt wzetch inthe wo2iv, neverthcieſſe when J was whips 
ped with adverſi:y, J perceived my knowledge ſomewpat 
cleared and ligzened, o that J found ia Conſcience that Y hav 
accuſtomed. my (clie greatly to unhoneit things: and when 
J ſaw the lequell, that there was no refiring of my ſelfe 
without Gods grace, F {ified mine epes ic Heaben, and wings 
ing my hands, ail ath;imed and conlounded, J 1:men'ed 
with a loud vapce, and humbling my ſelfe befoze the face of 
God, whom J had grievaufip offended, J made my moane, 
ſaying : 

O Lord Cod, Father and maker of all things, J am not 
worthy to liſt up mine eyes towards three, nor to as k pardon 
for thoſe inſinite ſinnes het eo! conſeſſe my ſelſe guilty. Ne- 
vertheleſſe, O God of al! goodneſſe, an Father of mercy, I be- 
ſeech thee not to pur iſh me in thy great rage, nor to condemu 
mee among the Reprobares ; I acknowledge my evill , and 
crave pardon for my miſdeeds: my former life diſpleaſetn mee 
greatly, and my heart quaketh for feste of thy judgements. 
O God forſake not thy creatite,, which is a ſinner, but aid 
and aſſiſt me with thy heavenly Grace, whereof if! m: y caſte 
the vertue, ! ſhall need none other ſuccout: O grant this, 
for the glory of thy great Name, and for the love of thy deare 
Sonne leſus Chritt, ro whom with thee and the holy Gnolt, 
be all honour and glory, for eyer and ever, Amen. 

As J was thus pzaping, with a willing minde, ſhedding 
teares, ſtriking my bꝛeaſt, concei bing (ozrow foz my ſianes, 
ſuddenly J ſaw a L idy deſcending downe from Heaven, ſecs 
ting her felfe befoze ine, fast de ite Bog where A ſtuck fat. 
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This Lady was of a marvellous majelty, and wonderfaſl 
roartcous ; ſhe appeared to me in a garment of white Datten, 
a cloak of blew DPamask, imbzopdered with Gold, Yer face 
chined like the San, ſs that Þ was a:Ka3e5 at.ſo ſudden a Ut- 
ſton, not knowing what ſhe was, pet J fok heart af graſſe 
ſuppoſing ſome help came from Peaven, to dzaw me ont of - 
tbe Bog wherein J lay. In the end, with all reverence J made 
my petitton unto ber, ſaping: O good and gracious Lady, 
whatſoever thou be, I meſt humbly beſeech thee if thou canſt, 
that it would ple: ſe thee, to help me out ef this beaſtly Bog of 
filthy infection; For nothing is neare mee but venomous Ser- 
pents, aud noyſome Vetmine: In the name of God therefore 
I crave thy help. To the which my requeſt chæ anſwered, 


; O Foole, thou ſeeſt now what reward Voluptuouſueſſe yeeldeth 
thee for following her : If thou hadſt believed my daughter, 
4 thou hadſt not beene in this miſery, 


Then J asked her, who was th it dxughfer of hers : She 
anſwered , the Gentlewoman which admontſhed the eleven 
dapes paſt, fo leabe Voluptucuſucſle, and to follow her: 
whom becanſe thou beltevedſt not, unt neglededſt her coun⸗ 
ſell, thou lieft in this unhappineſſe. By this ſpœch of bers, 
J. knew che was Gods grace, and the mother of Vertue. 
Then ſell J on my knes, and we ping, tins I ſald: Odeare 
Lady, my curſed counſcllour Fo4y, drew me from thy daugh- 
ter, and I moſt unhappy wrietch belee ved her: which deed of 
mine grieves mee, and now I cry thee mercy, moft hunbly 
defiring thee of thy clemency, to deliver me out of this filthy 
mire to follow thee, For although I deſerye damnation for 
my miſdeeds, yet thou being by nature merciſull, wilt ſpare 
me. Gods grace hearing this my Lamentation, of her mercy 
ſtretched fozth a Golden Kod, and commanded me to lay my 
bands upoa it, which when J dtd, J roſe from my &avv'e and 
ſo was out of the Bog. where J left Temerity my Pozle, 
and Folly my Governelle, ts fiſh foz Frogges. Thus you ſæ 

' that Gods grace dz2aweth us, from finne, withont any merit 
of ours: huwbeit not without an inward bearf-griefe , and 
fozrow foz inne, which is a ſpeciall gift of Gods grace, 82

This miſerable woman lamenting , cryed aloud with ters 
rible nopſe. This (quoth Gods "_ the bzavs Bed * 


ins aCured, that h& to whom God doth god is

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in thou lapeſt, and this Woman is the Goddeſſe of Kobe, 
which kept thee company. Wonldeft thou bee glad now to 
ſetve her? To which J anſwered No. Thun ſeſt (quoth ſhe) 
this is the end of voluptuous libers and wicked wozldlings. 
Ask them now where are their pleaſures and voluptaouſneſſe; 
Alas Lady (quoth J) foz feare J dare not. Then with a loud 
voyce the began, particularly, asking the queſtion, ſaping: O 
curſed outcaſts of God, and w2etched wozldlings, where are 
now your faire Chambers, hanged with Sitk Tapeſtry, your 
godly Gardens, your Dogs of all ſozts, your Wiros, pour 
Pozſes, your bꝛabe Apparell, your delicate Wives, your 
change of Peats, yout (ſweet UUaters,and Servants, Coks, 
and Butlers, your Ladies of love, and ſuch like e O unhappe 
People, the change is gteaf. Jaffead of pour glatfony, you 
ſuffer hunger, inſtead of pour d2unkenireſſy you ſuffer thirſt, 
fo2 your ſwæt ſmelling vou ſuffer ſowꝛe ſavours : inſtead of 
your leacherons lovers pon are accompanyed with tazmen- 
ting Devils, and foz your fozmer paſtimes, vou endure ferrt- 
ble puniſhments. When Gods grace had thus ſpoken, that 
cutſed company ct72ed alond : Woe bee fo the houre that ever 
wee were bozne : the heavie julltce of God hath deſervedlp 
puniſſhed us. | 
This being pat, Gods grace fold me we mull paſſe over 
thi wiv, h0:19ithWanoing The Ptank was narcow and long, 
Chen J, though J Were afraid, followed her, ſhce going 
vefoze me fo2 ty ſafety. But J had not gone thꝛee ſteps, but J 
ſaw Cerberus the Dog bf Pell with dis thzee heads, yelping 
and gaping to debour me: at whith Night all amazed, my feet 
fiipt, and Traight hte had me by the h&les fo feare me. Then 
I crayev to Gods grace fo help, who lo ked back, eſpyed mee 
in danger, and hearing me cry, Succour, Stitcour , ſhee tool 
me up, and in a moment delivered me otit of that Dungeon:

= Yen we appꝛoached to the Scho le of Re. 
1 ON pentance, which was built upon a bigh 
%% ill, invirened with a Poat, named 
y I! Humilicy : Gods grace called, and out 
7 came Lady Repentance, in plains Appa⸗ 
rell, having nerf her naked skinne a 
— — Smock of Vtech, and upon the 
ſame a Gowne of Sack-cloath, girded together with a great 
leather Girdle, a Kercher of courſe Canviſe upon her head: 
With her alſo came two waiting-matds, named Sorrow 
for ſinne, and Confeſſion of ſinues, both Apparelled like 
their Lady: the firſt ſemed very ſozrowfull and ſad, and 
the ſecond was baſhfull and hamefaff, and hung downe her. 
head. Thon Gods grace ſpake to Repentance, and pzeſenting 
mee unto hor, ſaid ? Pere is a Knfght which J have bzought| 
to thy Schoole, that dee might foꝛget the evill which he hath 
learned abzoad, and to bee 8 in the good which — 
2 ne 
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never pet knew: And being received into the @chole of Re? 
pentance, I learned to live well, and fozget all the evill which 
A. was taught in times paſt. And whereas befoze J learned 
fo Leap, Dance, Cat, Dzink, Play, bunt Mhoꝛes, and te da 
all Uiltany and miſchiefe: now J learned a new Leſſon ;. 
namely, to knele, to Faſt, to Pꝛap, and to live well, flat 
contrary 20 all that A uſed in the Pallace of wozldly Felicity. 
Then Repentance ſald to Gods grace, that my Bat full of 
Feathers, and all things elſe about mes muſt bee put off, and 
caſt away. Then Repentance began to take eff my Toyes and 
firſt he hurld my Hat of Hautineſſe into the Dungeon, then 
off went my Girdle of Jatemperance, whereuato was tyed 
my Swo2d of Rebellion, which being bꝛoken in pieces, with 
my Coatof Uadne-glozy, my Yoſen ot lewo Delight,andmy 
Doublet of ul Deſtres, all were thꝛown inte the Lake, and 
there remained only with me my Shirt of Katibiou ſneſſe, the 
which alſo ſhe would have pluckt over mine Cares, but J en- 
treated her tarneſtly not to leave mæ naked. Do J wag foz a 
while excuſed, but not altogether: fo2 ſaid Repentance, ex- 
cept thon caſt off all the Apparel of the old man, thou canſt 
not come to my Schole. Then Repentance ſaid unto mc: 
Sonne, thou muſt enter in at this ſcraigbt hole, whereont 1 
came. But when J complained, and ſaid, that it was uns 
poſivle , becauſs my Bead would not in, the ſaid there was 
no other way o2 entrance into her @chole. Then J called to 
minde what our Lo2d had ſaid in the Goſpel of Mathew. The 


way is ſtraight which leadeth to everlaſting life, and very few 
walk that way, - 


- Now as J od wondzing af the narrow hole, I ſaw 
an ald Serpent enter in, who foz lack of rome left his 
Skinne behinde him, and pꝛeſently returned all renewer, and 
young. Whereat as J marvelled, Gods grace told ma, ſay» 
ing : Thus thou mut doe. Foz in entring the Schule of 
Repentance , thou mult leave thy eld Skinne behinde ther, 
and afterwards thou ſhalt returne a new man. This is it 
which the Apoſtle ſpeaketh of, ſaying : Put off the ol 
man, accozding to the firlt converſation, cezrupted with ill 
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thoughts, and put on the new man, which is to be created ac- 
cozding to God, in jufkice, holineſſe, and truth. The old man 
is the affections of finne , and the foꝛʒmer evill life, which is 
left behind in the Scho le of Repentanee, and the new man 
is the god life which is newly begun in holineſſe and truth. 
As Gods grace was thus teaching me, J ſawan old Eagle, 
beavie-exed, and thick feathered flattering aloft: This Eagle 
failing down, dived thꝛe times into a fatre Fountatne theres 
abouts, and pzeſently returned young and luity : which Mi⸗ 
racle made me marvell moꝛe then that of the Serpent. Then 
ſaid Gods grace, as the Cagle is renewed from the Fountaine 
of water young and luſt g, ſo ſhalt thou, after thou com meſt to 
Ch2ilt with ſoꝛrow ſoz th ſinne, and confeſſion of the ſame, 
which if thou doe, ( heu ſhalt receive thy firſt {(nnocency,, which 
J gave the in thy Baptiſm. 

Then Gods grace entred into the Schole of Repentance 
befoze me ſaxing, J will dzab ther in, foz it is none but J that 
cheweth ſinners the wap of Repentance. Mith that ſhe pluckt 
me in, and fozthwith J became an enemy to ſtnne. Now 
therefoze let no man glozifie bimſelfe, ſæing it is Gods grace 
that goeth befoze mans will, and that by its meanes is made 
god. Then J entring in after, and being a little way in, the 
paſſage waxed wider, Gods grace plucking me in by the head, 
and Repentance thzuſting at my fœt. So then in paſſing in at 
the narrow place, I left Laciviouſneſſe my Shirt behind mie. 
toznein pieces, which the hurled into the Dungeon, and all 
my body was ſcratched. Thus doth Repentance pꝛepate her 
Pcholars, foz if any mouth will confefſehts fozmer ſinnes, not 
having inward (ozrow and heart⸗grieſe foz offending God, 
and full purpoſe ts amend his life, he is greatly deceibed. Foz 
thinking to habe Gods bleſſing, hee (hall be ſare of curſing. 
But to my purpoſe, Repentance put on my naked body ſach 
Apparrell as ſhee her ſelfe did weare, which when J ſaw, I 
thought upon the Apoſtles, not that J thought my ſetfe as 
good as they, but hoping to come by (Gods grace) to the place 
where they are, J was well content to doe as they did. 
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CHAP, IV. 


How true Repentance begins in us, and how the Knights @ons 
ſcience accuſed him, what paines he had deſerved, 


E is true, that Nepentente (as it ought) cannot 
be done without ſpeciall grace from God. Foz 
the heart of Cinfull men cannot change her diſs 
o2dinate life no2 turne from their offences , 
no p2epare themſelves to God, Without 
the ſingular operation of Gods grace. The 
Doctazs diſpute daily , whether true Repentance taketh her 
beginning at lobe, oz at feare. This Queſtion cannot bee 
decided in felv words: but to bee ſhozt, J ſay it may be⸗ 
gin at both. Foz true Repentance being a wozk of God, 
ba may bzing it as be liſt. Bat when it comes from lobe, 
it is not o2dinary oz common, but marvellous. Lok up- 
on the converſion of Saint Paul, of Saint Mathew, and the 
Whicfke, But o2dfnarily God begins Repentance iu us 
by ſeare, as in the third ak ef the Kings, when her 
commanded Elias to came out of his Cave to remaine in 
the Mount beſoze tie Lozd, and a mighty ſtrong UWinte 
paſſed by, and reat the high Hils and ragged Rocks beſo2g 
the Lo2d, bat the Lozd was not in the Minde: After that 
came an Earth quake, but the Lozd was not in the Earth- 
quake: After that came a Fire, but the Lozd was not in the 
Fire: After that came a ſoft Minde, wherein the Lo2d was. 
In ſach{ſozt, God ſends fo ſinners, a Minde of terrour , to 
beak the mighty Pountaine of P2ide , and the heart moze 
hard than the Rock : after that comes the troubling of the 
Soule, after thaf comes the Conſcience, grudging the heart of 
the ſinner and accuſing him of his evill lite: but yet the Lon 
is not there with his quickning grace: Nevbertbelefſe, theſe 
be fo2e-runners to pꝛepare the way of the Lazd. Foz when 
the perverſe willo man is moztified by ſerbilefeare, and led 
almoſt to Yell; after comes the ſweet ſound of Gods grace, 
which reviveth the Soule, ſaying ; Lazarus come forth, __ 
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is the voyce that giveth Conſolation, at theh:aring whereof” 
we may be bold fo depart in peace, with aſfurance of remiſs. 
fon of our ſinnes. But it ſ&emes that Repentance began ft if 
in the Knight at love, and that miraculoully: foꝛ he being in 
the filth of ſinne, ſaddenly by Gods p2ovidence confeſſed his 
folly, and loathing his lewd life, be required help and ſaccoar 
at Gods grace, who pzeſently aſſiſted tim, and bzonght him 
out of the ſink of ſinne. But this manner of converſton is not 
ozdinarily uſed. 

There are indeed certaine foze-runners fo the4nffifying 
of ſinners, which prepare the way to Gods reviving oz 
quickning grace, and cffereth unto God a renewed Spirit, 
and a pare and upꝛight heart, which manner of converſion, 
govly people only doe uſe. And hereof meaneth the Knight 
to ſpeak, pirpoſitig alſo fo ſhew how it digrefſeth from 
Gods grace, Mhen Repentance had thus apparelled me 
with YPatre and Sack-clorth , J was ſet upon a Stoole, and 
then Gods grace appeared unto me with two women and one 
man, which was a Pzeacher. : Now one of the women held 
in her right hand a ſharp pꝛicking Jran rod (called the gnaw⸗ 
ing of the conſctence) in her left hand her had a red Book, 
whereat J was afraid. Foz as ſhe& beheld mee, me thought 
ſhe thzceatned me. The other woman was courteous and mild 
and gentle, holding in ber right hand a Bek of Gold, covered 
witd Pearls, and ſhe was called Remembrace, Gods grace 
placed Conſcience on mp left hand, and Remembrance on 
m tight hand, the P2eacher , Repentance, and the Dam⸗ 
fels about me, and then commanded Conſcience to open the 
red Book, Which when I perceived, and faw the woꝛds wtt⸗ 
ten with blood , declaring all my offences, with tozments nn» 
fo them belonging, fo2 my following ef Folly , J was amazed 
and became ſpechlefſe. Then Conſctence with her Jron rod 
foncht me , pzickt me, yea, pearced my heart, and crped 
alouduato me, ſaying : Behold thou wzetch, view this Book, 
and thou ſhalt ſ& bow thou haſt lived, even againſt God, and 
cbutrarp to right and reaſon. 

Thou halt beene p20ud, arregant , ambitious, * at 

others 
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others pꝛoſperitp, a pꝛolonger of time, wꝛathfull, a backbifer] 
infurious, fcayterous, hatcfull, cobetous of gold moze than of 
God, gluttonous, wanton, ſh wmelefſe, a ſte wes. hunter, given 
to all vices, and halt tt anſgreſſed all the Commandements of 
Gad, leading a loathſome life, denying God, (wearing, and 
blaſpheming his name, an haynous offender, a faiſe witnege 
dearer , a lyar, a deſirer of other mens gods, diſobedient to 
parents,carlſing them, and wiſhing their death. Furthermoze, 
thou hadſt neither faith oz hope in God, but rather in the 
fozce, riches, honour, and fciendſhip , of thy kindzed, with 
their Authozity. A cannot reckon up the teſt of thy ũnnes, fo; 


they are uncountable.Uery little care half thou had of Chziſts 


merits, 02 of thy own ſoules health, but alwayes y&lding to 
Voluptuouſneſſe, filthineſſe, and iniquity. When Conſcience 
had thus accuſed me. Sorrow for finne fell bitterly awecep- 
ing, and oftenfimes stroke her bzeaſt. Then Conſcience 
ſhewed me whit tozments J had deſerved foz following ve- 
laptuous affections, and foz loving them better then God. 
Thou ough eſt, ſaid ſhe,to burn in ell fire that never quench- 
eth. md to be nipped with tozments both of bod and ſonle 
fo; evermoze. Thy laughing ſhall be turned to weping , thy 
Joy to ſozrow, thy ſongs to cryes : yea , what paines c in bee 
named, but thou art like perpetuallꝑ to ſuffer them, withaut 
hope of redemption 2 Foz this is the due reward of wozlvly 
Felicity, and following Folly. Be-think ther now, and tell 
mts if it bee in thy power to rid thee from theſe grievances : 
Bearing my Conſctence thus ſpeak , me thought J ſaw Hell 
open to ſwallow me up, and with ſozrowfull ſadneſſe, I fell 
tothe ground, be fue Gods grace ſpæchleſte: but he had cams 

on mee, and bade mee ariſe , the which J did, though 
lte in deſpare, and to re-comfozt mee, the opened the Book 
which Remembrance held in her hand.

CHAP. v. 
By the commandement of Gods grace, Remembrance read to 
mee the goodneſſe of God, with his promiſes made to re- 


pentant ſinners. 


Fter Remembrance had opened her Bok : 4 
| Va, perceived the Letters were Gold and Azure, 
contarning the great godneſſe and infinite 

| mercy ot God to repentant Sinners, with 
fair pꝛomiſes annered thereunto. Then at the 
commandement of Gods grace, Remembrance 
readout of that Byk unte me in this manner: Saint Paul 
wꝛiting ts the Romans, ſaith : Where fin hath abounded, grace 
hath more abounded. Yee that miſftraſteth the mercy of 
God, miſfruſteth God to bee mercifall , and in ſo votng 
hee doth God great diſhonour. Foz de denyeth God to beg 
Love, and Power, wherein conſiſteth all the hope of poze 
Sinners. Fo2 of his great lobe, hes ſent his only Sonne fs 
fake mans nature upon him in this TUWozld, that inthe ſams 
hie might fuffer death upon the Croſſe , foz the remiCion of 
ſinnes, Conſequently hee pꝛomiſed foz the love of his Donne, 
remiſſion and pardon ts all pe Sinners, fooften as they 
deſtred it in Faith, with anheavie and ſozrowfull heart. Pow 
God is as true ot his pzomitfes, as he is of power able to per · 
foꝛme them. And as he is of power , ſo will he doe whatſee⸗ 
ver pleaſety him, God will pardon Sinners their anne; who 
then can let him from doing it? Te whom God pleaſeth oz 
bath pzomiſed to pardon their fins, he fozgibeth. The truth 
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hereef is wzitten in plaine wozds , and ſhewed by exram⸗ 


ples in many places of the holy Scripture , as well in the 


Old Teſtament as the New. Firſt, Eſay ſaith : It is Imy ſelſe, 


It is I my ſelfe, chat doth blot out thine iniquities, for mine 
own love ſake, and I will not have thy fins in remembrance, 
Fo2 the love of mee (ſalth he ) and not fo2 the love of thee, 
meaning his gwodnelſe and mercy, and not fo2 the love of 


ther merits. As (ſhe had ſa(d to all unnets in this ſoꝛt. It thou 
L thinkelt 
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thinkeſt that I pardon thy ſinnes foz thy merits ſake, thou art 
deceived, and walloweſt in deſpaire: no, no, but foz my mercy 
and infinitegodneſſe, J, remit and fozgive. Thou haſt no cauſs 
to deſpatre, foz the leaſt part of my mercy crce&deth all thy 
finfres. In ansther place be ſaith by the ſame: P2ophet : 
Turn your ſelves unto mee all the Earth, and you ſhall bee 
ſaved, for I am God, and there is none other beſides mee, 
What is the meaning of. theſe wyzds, I am God, any thing 
elſe,, but that God ts god and meccifnil 2 Af it be unpoſſible 
but hae ſhould be God, it is uapaſſible bu: he ſhould. be god and 
mexcifull. 

 Theſame-Þ2ophet ſpeaketh unto every one of us, ſaying : 
Let the Infidell leave his wayes, and the unjuſt man his 
thoughts, let him turn co the Lord, and he will have pitty upon 
him, for he is ready to forgive, And by the;P20phet lercmy, 
be, ſaith to the people of Iirael, that he was wzoth fo2 their 
Idolatry, and many other ſinnes, neverthcleſſe ha ſaid, Turn 
Iſracl, thou Rebell, unto mee thy Lord, and I will not turn 
my face from thee; o as the Hebꝛe Text ſaith, 1 will not 
lay mine ire upon thee; for I ain-( ſaith the Load) holy and 
gentle, and keep not mine anger for ever. And by the Prophet 
Ezechiel his ſaith, If the evill man repent him of his ſinnes, 
and keep my Commaudements, doing righteouſly , hee ſhall 
lire and not die: neither will I have his former offences an 
more in remembrance. Doe you th Kk (faith the Lozd) that I 
delight in the death of à Sinner ? nay, rather that hee ſhould 
tuin from his wickedaeſſeand live. Kepent vou then and you 
thalllive. The Þ2opbet David ſald: That from morning till 
night 7/racl hoped; in the Lord : what doth. this ũgniſle, but 
that the faifhfull from their. Nativity-and Birth, untill their 
very Death, bave hope in the Lozd e 

There is mercy in the Load, and great redemption atcen- 
deth upon him. Ja loel it is waitten ; Turn your elves unto 
the Lord, with all your heart, in Faſting, Pray ing, Weeping, 
Sorrow, tearing; you hearts and not your garments, fo 
ſhall you bee turned unto the Lord your God, for hee is full of 
Qlemency, Mercy, and Grace, flow to ite, and ready to for- 
iwer: 
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give; 82 (as the Yebzew Text ſaith) ſuch a one as repents him 
of evill, that is to ſay, is loath to execute the puniſhment upon 
Sinners, which hee hath denounced and thzeatned, Micheas, 
the P2ophet ſaith : What God is there like unto thee, which 
takeſt away iniquities and forgiveſt ſinnes, for the reſt of 
thine Heretage ſake > Yee kepeth not his ire foꝛ ever, but of his 
compaſſion and mercy will have pitty upon us. Be will put 
out cur tniquities, and thzowall our innes into the bottome 
of the Dea. What Dinner is there that hearing theſe words, 
bath ſo heavie a heart as to deſpatre ſ&@ing that God is moze 
ready to foꝛgive, than the Sinner is to ask fozgtibeneſſe ? 

Now let ns come to the New Teſtament, ts try if thers bæ 
not teſt imonies to the ſame effec; The donne of God, which 
is the infallibe truth, (pake thus to Nicodemus: God ſo loved 
the world, that he gave his enly begotten Sonne, to the end 
that whoſoever believeth in him ſhould bee ſaved aud not pe- 
riſn, but have everlaſting life. God ſent not his Bonne into 
the Moꝛld to condemn the Wozld, but to the end the Mozld 
Hould be ſaved by kim. To the Stribes and Phariſtes 
which murmured becauſe her did eat and dzink among 
Publicans and Sinners, Chꝛiſt ſaid: Thoſe that bee whole 
need not the Phyſitian, but ſuch as be ſick. Againe, I came 
not (ſaith the L od) to call che juſt, but Sinners to repentance. 
Not as a Judge, but as a Pheſi tian: foz ſuch as languilh in 
their finnes came J into the Mozld, not that they ſhenld re; 
maine Dinners, but fo turn them from their ſinnes, that be- 
ing penifent, they might be made righteous : Likewiſe her 
told the Phariſies,that the Angels in Yeaven doe moze re- 
jopce in one penitent inner than in 99 jult perſons , which 
ned no repentante. God (ſaith Saint Paul) ſpared not his 
only Sonne, but gave him that he ſhoitld rather die for us, than 
wee bee unpardoned, 

If God ſpared not his only Don fo die foz Sinners , what 
thing is moze p:ectons unto him, that hee ſhewld refuſe fo 
give them? And therefoze the ſame A poſt le ſpeaking of Jeſus 
Chziſt, ſaith thns : Wee have not en high Prieſt which can- 
not have compꝛ ſſion of our infirmities , but ſuch a one as in 
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all poiuts was tempted as well as we, ſinne excepted. Let us ga 
then boldly ts the SeatofGzace, that wee may obtaine mercy 
and fimde grace in time convenient. If A ſhould rebearſe all ths 
places of the ©cripture to this effed, the ſine would faile me. 
Thus we ſ& then, none bath cauſe to diſtruſt the godneſſe of 
God. 82 ta deſpatre becanſe of the greatneſſe of his fins, ſæing 
that God hath made ſo many faire pꝛomiſes to pardon the pe- 
nitent Sinner: there be maizy Exam ples in the Didand New 
Teſtament of the perfozm.ince of GoLs pzon:tfes, as namely 
to David who committed both 4cultery ano Purther,be,even 
be, by ſozr-wing ſoz his offences , and cryin, Peccavi, odtats 
ned mercy and parden of all bis wickeoneTe, 

Manaſſes the Wonne of Hezekiah fet up he falſe wozſhip 
of God, which bis Father has del ced, and of an evillzeale to 
infidelity, he himſelfe offered up his own chyilozgn in fire fz 
Dactifice. He perſecoted the Pꝛophets, and flue innumerablg 
Inaocents,amongl all which, he cauſed the P2zopbet Eſay tg 
be ſawy in peeces, Ja the end de was taken by his Enemies, 
and led Captive into Babylon: but when he was in his extrea⸗ 
mity, h& acknowledged his offence, and asked fozgiveneſſe of 
God, by whom hs was received to favour, andreſtozed to his 
Kingdom againe. 

The people oi Ninive, whom God thzeatnedby the Pꝛophet 
Ionas,ntterly fo deſtroy, foz the multitude of their ſins , they 
repented and pꝛaped, and ſo God fozgave then. The Samari. 
eane alſo and the Cananite, notwithſtanding their hozrible ſing, 
when they asked God mercy, bæ fozgabe them, Mathew, 
Zacheus, and dibers other Publicans, upon their repentance 
were received into fabour. Peter that denyed his Maſter 
(our Lozd Jeſus Chziſt) thze times, ſwearing that be 
knew him not, when hee wept bitterly foz bis innes, he was 
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p2operfy, evon to give of bis liberality mo2e than men doe oz 
can ask. Saint Paul was a Blafphemer and a Perſecuter of 
Gods Church, and yet be received mercy. Gov hath ſet down 
ſuch perſons as Examplers foꝛ Sinners, to the end they ſhonld 
not doubt of his mercy : and to teach them that be dotb not 
par don offences foz the merits of the Sinners, which are ſtark 
nought,even when they are beſt,buc toꝛ his merctes ſake, which 
is aboveall his wozks. Foz ſo to imagine of mens merits is 
deſtruction ; if any thing be aicribedunto merits, then to the 
merits of bis Sonne Jeſus Chz21ſt , and fo2 his bitter PaCion 
ſaks. Let this be the concluſion, that albeit the finner hath com⸗ 


mitteo as many ſtunes 15 there be dzops of water in the Sea, - 


oz Dands en the Sea; ſudꝛe, pet be hathno cauſe to deſpaire, 
fo2 though they ba ueber ſo monſtrous and manifold, pet the 
mercy of God oth infinitely exceed them. Foꝛ his mercy con- 
ſumes them ſounec , than the fire doth burn up the dzy Tou. 
Whea J heard Ly Remembrance read theſe wozds, J took 
heart at grafſe, and rectted a place wzitten in the Pſalmes 
of David, Accoi ding to the multitude of the gricfe and ſors 
rowes of my heart, thy conſolations have refreſhed my ſoule. 
And then falling on my kng@s, holding up my bands, with 
ſozrowfull countenance and compunction of heart, reſting 
wholly upon tbe merctes and pꝛomiſes of God and the merits 
of our Lozd ano Saviour Jeſus Chziſt, J moſt humbp delt 
red pardon foz my ſinnes, at the hands of Gods grace. Upon 
Which unfained confeſſfon of mine offencee, and hearf-griefe, 
hand⸗malds of perfect Repentance, and foze-runners to the 
purpoſe, I received by the meanes of Gods grace, the benefit 
of the death and paſſion of our Lozd and Saviour Jeſus 
Cbꝛiſt, to whom with the Fatyer and the holy Gyolk, bes all 
bonour andglozy foz ever and ever. Amen.

CH Ap. VI. 


A Sermon which Vnderſtanding the good Hermit made unto 
the Knight, upon the Hiſtory of Mary Magdalen. 


A the name of the Father, and ofthe won, and 
. ot the holy Gboſt, Amen. The great godneſſe 
nd unſpeakable mercy which hath bern uſed 
558 un all Ages and Times,of cur L02d and Savi- 
odor Jeſns Chiift towards ati pwze Winners, 
are in many places of the Goſpel mate manifeſt, and clearly 
notified : bat chiefly in the ſeventhof Luke. Wherein mention 
is made of a ſinfall woman, lewd of life, and of til name, con 
temned, deſpiſed, and abhozred of men, whom ſ wert Jeſus 
did not only reteibe to favour , but alſo by {nward and ſecret 
inſpiration, dzewher to Repentance: how, and in what ſozt, 
Heare anduaderſtand. 

The Goſpelſaith,that there was a Phariſie,furniſhed with 
falſe Faith, and nuzlev with a vaine Opinion of holineſſe: he 
was a great Doctoz of the Law, and a renowned Jufticiary ; 
howbeit weak in Faith, and pet very high minced. When 
out Saviear had one day pꝛeached and inſtructed the people, 
by his divine and holy Doqrine , exzozting poi Dinners to 
turn to God by Repentance, and uttering many Parables and 
@i{militudes, as the P2odigall Child, the loft chœp, and ſuch 
like, whereby her doth declars and fignifie , that he is in- 
clined to compaſſion, ready to have mercy, and fo receive in. 
to favour all repenfanf Dinners: the pzoud Phariſie pꝛayed 
him to came into his Bouſe, and to Dine withhim. The god 
'Lo2d which had taken upon bim mans nature, and was 
bo2n fo2 the ſalbation of all, danycd not this pzoud Fellowes 
requeſt, neither refuſed to enter into his Yonſe, although her 
was ambiticus, but down at the Table ſate the Bonne of God, 
made man fo2 the ſalvaiton of men. P& was converſant a- 


mong men, he vid eat and dzink with men, her offered him⸗ 


delle a helper fo every one, chewing unto all his gadneſſe, 
withdul exception of am. A ob he being ſet at the Table, there 
| came

ds 
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came one unto him in ſhaps like a! woman, but in courage a 
man, who by the bꝛute of the whole Citp, was counted a great 
Sinner, and very ill⸗repoꝛted of the world, and ſach a one in- 
died as every Body mocked and pointed at with their fingers. 
Wut yet in the ſight of God ſhe was in great honeur, nat 
becauſe ſh was an hainous ſinner, but becanſe ſhe was 
Pꝛedeſtinated and Clected of Gdd , from the beginning, to 
raigne with him in his beavenly Kingdom. : 

This woman bearing by repo2t the renden ot our Reds 
mer, and that hee hewed himſelfe [wart and bountifull to all 
Sinners, defending them againſt the malicious ſlanders and 
mocks of the pꝛoud and arrogant hariſfes, and pzomiſing 
fo every one hat bclievev in him, the Aingdome of Ben- 
ven: this woman wasinipired both outwardty and in wardlp 
by dur Load and Davicur Jeſus Chziſt, to ſie andheare 
bim pꝛeach. Then did thee be out ward ſpeech expꝛeſſe, how 
ſhe was in ware ix aff:>ed and moved in minde, and ſeeing 
ber ſoule ſoꝛe ſick and diſealed, her geart full of iniquity and 
finne, her Conſcience deſiled with all zinde ok vice her ſelfe 
fruſtrate and vopdof all hope of health, and deviſing howto 
recover this malavy add2cfſ-v her ſelfe to ſeek him who is the 


only Phyſitian of all ſfck ſcules, ſhœ ſought fo2 grace at the 


Mell of £Percy, and thangh thee was a ſhamefull Sinner, pet 
was He received of him, which came into the world to ſave 
Sinners. Sder came not pompecuſlp arraped, no; vet tame 
with a traine, he came alone and not emptp handed: foz ſhe 
baought with her a Box fill of moſt pꝛecious Ointment, of a 


ſwet ſmell, repꝛeſenting the Faith, Hope, and Charity, lodged 


in der heart. 


What coutd this b but the ſwat ſmell of Aertue? oz 


what tepꝛeſents the Box of Alabaſter-None; but holy Fatth, 
founded upon the true Cozner-ffone, Jeſus Chꝛiſt, wherein is 
conferved all Uertnes, and without which it is unpogible to 
pleafe God ? Came chr alone, being accompanted with Faith, 
Hope, and Charity, Humility and Repentance? &hc entre 
the houſe uncalled, where was her Pbyſictan, and putting 
Spart all ſhame , which m{gh! hinder her, together with the 


mocks..

mocks of the pꝛend Phariſies , which ſate at the Table, he 
craved comfozt and health foz her ſick ſoule, acknowledging 
her grieſe, aud that being certaine he ta whom ſh& came, had 
power to belp ber. Unto this Phpſitian ſhe could not habe 
come without Faith ; ſhe was not ſp bold and hardy as to 
lk Jeſus in the Face, buf fell at his fœt upon her knees la⸗ 
mentably weping , and with the flood of her teares waſhing 
bts fœt, and wiping and dzeing them with her hair lockes; - 
then ſhe kiffed them, and. with her pzecious Dyntment the 
anointed{hem. 

All this while her bopce was not heard, but her heart ſpake 
unto the true Donne of God, ſaping : J have no ned to de⸗ 
clare with my tongue my inward gtiefes, oz to expꝛeſſe the 
cauſe of my comming hither, ſæ ing thou knowelt the ſecrets 
of the heart. Unto the J come, O Chꝛiſt, foz remiſſion of mp 
ſinnes , offer ing to the my ſozrowfall heart foz Sacrifice. 
. Surely this Womans wozking well weighed, giveth evt- 
dence that ſh was right heartily ſozry fo2 her offences. Foz 
ber ch2yCalleyes and her faire face, which was wont to bee 
painted with cotly colours, fo2 the atozning of her Weantfy, 
to allure licencious Lovers, and fo enfice Aoluptuous IN 021d» 
lings, is now turned into keares. Per bop which afoze-timg 
was given todelights is now affiined with faſting : her laugh 
ing, is turned into weeping : and as her firff life was wholly 
bent to pleaſe the TWo2lv, ſo now it is moze vehemently and 
earneſtly diſpoſed fo pleaſe God. 

With her faire flaren hatre, which ſhe was wont to keep 
daintily, ſhe hath dzred our @aviours fot : her ſwet lips, 
wherewithſhee uſed to kiſſe her Lovers, hath kiſſed his fat: 
her odoziferous Oentment, wherewith ſhe beautifted her face 
in wan(onneffe, bath annoynfed-our @avieurs fet : Now all 
this was a ſure ſigne of Faith, Hope, and Charity. And thug 
pou ſer how wee ought to repent. Surely we ſhonld ts accoz- 
ding te @aint Pauls Dectrtne, which is, that our members 
which have conſented to commit tnquity, hould biz offered 

unto the Lozd, as inlirnments of rightecuſriefſe, to receive 
ſancification. As fo; grample, to make the matter moze ma-

nifeft : Palf thou ben a dzunkard e Become now ſober. Halt 
thou ben a glutton ? Now faſt, Maſt thou ben pꝛoud? Be 
now humble. Paſt than been covetons + Now gives Alms. 

Paſt thou bans 
envious © Bee now charitable, Þaft thou ben fraiterons ? 
Be now faithfall. Paſt thon been leacherous 2 Wee now 
chaſt. Yaſt thou been blaſphemons? Bee now frarefull fo 
ſpeak any thing but truth. And ſo conſequently to every 


vile vice lay a met medicine, which may ſerve foz thy ſick- 


neſſe, and expell the poyſon of ſinne. 


ut now let us ſ what map be thought and judged or this 


Phariſie, who ſo ſaucilp beſsught our Lozd and Saviour 
to come into his Pouſe. Surely he ſemed,ashe was, a vain- 


glozious Pppocrife. Fo2 when hee ſaw the wofull Woman 


faln at the f&et of our Sabieur, with her teares waſhing 
them, with her hatre wiping them, with her month kiging 
them, and with her precious opntment annoynting them, 
be blamed not only her in bis heart, but alſo our L02d foz 
ſuffering her. Then the Lo2d took the fick woman, bea- 
led her of her fickne@e in the pꝛeſence of this pꝛoud Phoriſiez 


and with · held phpſick from him, whoſe heart was wounded 


to the death, with the dart of vain-glozy : then be ſhewed him- 
ſelfe frantick, and as one that had loſt dis underſtanding, not 
knowing his griefe, noz what medicine would doe him god: 
But what ſatd hee in his fooliſh heart: If this man (quoth 
be) were a P2opbet, der would quickly know what woman 
this is that toucheth him : foz ſhe is a great ſinner. 

This Phariſte is of the race of the vain-glozions of whom 


the P2ophet Eſay ſpeaketh in their perſon ſaying ; Come not 


neare mee fo; J am clear :02as another Tranſlatlon ſaith : 


Get thee hence and meddle not with me, fo2 J am holier then 


thou, Even ſo ſarely-it is not unliks if the woman had come 
neare the Phariſte, der would habs uſed theſe wozds, and have 
ſaid : Stand back, and touch me not, foʒ Jamholy, but thou 
art known foz a hainous ſianer. Certainly, true righte- 


onſneſſe, and holineſſe hath compaſſion upon pooze ſinners ,- 


whereas on the contrary, falſe _— nelle X W 
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bath them in hatred and diſoaine. But let us lien with what 
fentence this fond WPbarifie convicted , and repꝛobed by 
our Saviour, to be wozle then this U woman. The Lozd 
then to ſhew that he was not only a P2ophet, but alſo the Lo 
and God of P2ophets, anſwered the thought of the pꝛond 
Pharifs, ſaying : Simon, J have ſomewhat to tell the. Then 
ſaidbe, Speak on Paſter- 20 | 

A Creditor (quoth the Lo2d) had two Debtors whereof the 
one ow'd him goo pence, the other but 50, now they both 
having nothing to pay, the Creditor forgives them the Debt. 
Now tell mee which of thoſe Debtors loyeth the Creditor moſi? 
Simon ſaid, | think he co whom moſt was forgiven, Ieſus an- 
ſwered. Thou haſt rightly ſpoken, | 

Oui Lo2d in pꝛapounding this Queſtion , deſtred alſo fo 
beale this Pharifle, Foz if hoo had denyedit, Jeſus would 
have eaten none oi his meat: Theſe two Debto2zs were Simon 
and the finſuli woman. The unfall woman not only by the 
jadgement of the ſt nders by, but alſo by her owne confeſſion 
acknowledged her ſeife me28 indebted then Simon, and Si- 
mon leſſe indebted then her, becauſe be fhought himſelfe 
righteous in reſpect of her. The Creditoz is our Lozd God, 
who lends and gives us dis gifts , both tempozall and ſpiri⸗ 
taail, to interett, vis bat ing to ons five Talents, to another 
two, and to aas ther ons. Nowthen is figailiedby the jaige- 
ment of Simon, that the woman was moſt in debt to God, un⸗ 
fo whom he fo:zgavenmoe#. And becauſe the iobed God better 
then Simon did, ſhe deſerved agalne of tym to be detter be- 
loved , in that ſh&vid moge ge ſerviceſo God, then Simon 
did, natwithſtand ing is meat. 

Wherofozs the Lead vained the lobe and god will of this 
woman, andpzeferrod4t befoze Simons, repzehending him of 
his arroguncp, and ſaping 1 Doſt thou fee this woman, whom 
thou jodgeſt more in debe then thy ſelfe? I erered imo thy 
Houſe, and thou haſ not given me water to wath my feet, but 
hee hath waſhed them with teures, and wipe them with her 
haire, though water way euaſier to bee found then teares, 
Theu haſt not kiſt my mouth, but ſhee harh hiſt my feet.

Thon haſt not annoynted my heed with common Oyle; but ſhe 
hath annoynted my feet with fine Oynment. So that by theſe 
ſignes thou ſeeſt that ſhe loves me better then thou doſt. There« 
fore I tell chee, that many ſinnes are forgiven her becauſe ſhce 


loved much. For to him is leaſt ſorgiven, that hath leaſt 


loved. 


The Lozd ſaid this fo boat down the pꝛond opinion of 
the fond Phariſte , not that hk was but little fozgiven , but 
becauſe Simon might know that he thought ſo. Foz frulp 
as whoſo committeth moſt ſinnes, is moſt iudebted to God: 
ſs likewiſe is b& that hath leaſt offended. To conclude, both 
the lefſe and the great ſtand in n&d of Gods grace: unto 
whom they cannot come of their owne ſtrength and vertne. 
As the greateſt ſinner referreth to God the remiCion of his 
ſinnes : even ſo ought the juſteſt man fo doe alſo, Foz there 
is no ſinne which one man commtitfeth, but another would 
commit the like, if Gov, who made man withoud ſinne, did 
not keep him from ſinne, as witneſſefth Saint Auſted. But 
perchance one will ſay, 4 have not committed Avaltery as 
this man hath. To whom J anſwer. Thon hatt not had 
ſuch occaſton miniſtred as hee hath had: and he hath not had 
the Gzace fo avoyd it as thou haſt had. Jt was Gods do⸗ 
ing, and no will of thine , if thou haſt had no occaſfon noz 
convenient time, noz fit oppoztunity to fall into that ſinne. 
Suppoſe thou hadſt had occaſion offered, with oppoztunity 
and all things fit, and yet haſt refrayned: Mell, it is Gos 
then that guided and governed tha, that thou ſhouldeſt not 
doe it. Acknowlcdge then the grace of God, as thon art 
bound, becauſe thon haſt not committed ſuch a nne. Foz as 
be who hath committed moſt-finnos, is molt indebted to 
God: even ſo is hee who never ſinned, Gods debter: foz 
were not the grate of God his Guide, ha would doe enough. 
Now to our purpoſe. After the Lozd had convinced the Pa- 
riſte of his pzoud opinion, to comfozt the fozrowful woman 
lying at his ft, he ſatd thus: Woman thy ſinnes are for- 
given thee, O jopfuli voyce, O happy Woman, that art 
wozthy to heare the Donne of - ſpeak tothe, and _

the thy (innes, But thofe comfoztfable wozds of the Lozs 
greatly offended the-pzaud Phariſies at the Feat, who tur- 
ned them to blaſphemy, ſaping : What Fellow is this that 
alſo fozgiveth ſinners? Jt is apparent enough that he& is a 
— ; fo2 to pardon and fozgive ſinnes belongeth only 
to God. 

No deubt our La2d Jeſus Chziſt was taken fo b a very 
proze man, of him that requeſted him to Dinner, and of thoſs 
which were at the Table. Jt was known that man could not 
fo2give finnes, bnt they bel@ved not that Jeſus Chziit was 
God, and therefoze ſay thep : Mhat feliow is this, that fo2s 
giveth ſinnes? Theſe Feaſters were ſick ot adeavly diſeaſe, 
which they neither knew, noz pet the remedy to heale and 
doe them god. Js it not a madneſſe, that ſuch as are ſick 
ſhbuld fall a laughing at them that are ſound and in good 
health? Do did the Phariftestaugh at Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and the 
woman, who were not ſiex : oz if ſhe were ſick, ſhe acknow⸗ 
ledged her licknelle, and ſought help of the Phyſitian. It is 
molt true that man cannot fozgive.innes, but this woman 
which beler ded that Chi could fozgive ſtnnes , be læ ved alſo 
that he was God, and therefoze able to foꝛgive ſinnes,

and fulfiltied with love. Let all ſick ſonles that are laden 
with ſinnes , it they will be healed, let them (J ſay) come in 


Faith and aſſured Hope to the true Phyſitian of Soules which 
is Jeſus Chzift , let them confeſee their offences with ſozrow 
and weeping, let them wipe the Fist of our Lozd with their 
date, ans ther chall be reſfgzed, made whole, and recover 


their 
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their bealth. Let pour ſuperfluons riches bæ given among 
the pooze , and not ſpent in Feaſting, and pompous Apparell: - 
And after that the ſinner with love and liberallty bath thought 
upon the poze, helping them in their need, as well with gov 
counſell, as with Alme=deeds, and living as the Ruleof Gods 
Wo2d requiretb,hce hall recetve peace and quietneſſe of Con- 
ſcience, and bee reconciled to God the Father, fo2 the merits 
of his dear Sonne Jeſus C 12iff , to-whombe all honour and 
glaz g.

Then 1 received the holy 
Communion, which being ended, and thanks given to 
God, J meant to ſalute and gratiſte him. But befoze tos

were talking, Gods grace ſaid eto mee, tr night, J give 
ther fo2 thy Governour this god Permit Vnderflanding, be- 
la be bis Tounſell, and doe what her commands. Then J 
remembzed my old Governeſſe Folly, who J left in the Bog 
amonglt Serpents and Toads, ſo J was very glad of my Go⸗ 
vernour , and gave thanks to Gods grace: who from the 
Cable gave me dꝛugs to eat, and repeated unto me a place, 
wꝛitten in the 80 Pſalme of David, Open thy mouth wide, 
and J will fill it. | 
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Then having ſwallowed that whichſhe gabe mer. J fozgat 
the UWozld, and made no reckoning of any thing therein.

In the firff dwelt Faith, in the ſecond Hope, in the 
third Charity, in the ſourth Wiſdome , tn the fifth luſtice, in 
the ſicth Fortitude , and in the ſeventh Temperance. 

Jn the firſt Tower, Gods grace ſhewed me Faith, which 
waited foz our comming, neare unto whom J might pers 
ceive the Palace of true Felicity. Mith that J deſired Lady 

Memory to put m in minde in the mozning of ſæ ing that 
gallant City, Whiles we talked thus, our Chariot arrived at 
the Courf, where Lady Vertue with her Daughters, Faith, 
Hope, Charity, Wiſdome, Juftice , and Temperance dwelt.

2 & if : fo; it confilketh not in Angelicall know- 
ledge , much leſle in mans wit, wholly to compzehend ſo 
noble a myſtery; none knowes tit but he who hath pzoved 
it: you may be ſurs that there are not, as in the Pallace of 
wozloly pleaſure chambers hanged with ilk, Tapeftry, 
and every cozner ſumptuouſly and ſaperflonſly adozned. No, 
no: but there were Piſtozies of the Old and New Teita⸗ 
ment fo biew and mark. A found not their Coffers full of 
Gold and Silver, Cup-bozds of Plate, Pꝛeſſes of Silks , all 
manner of Percery-ware , neither dainty Diſhes , delicate 
Dzinks, bawdy Songs, wanton Puſick, the Lady of Love, 
ber Son Cupid, noz any thing that Moꝛldlings imbzace , but 
I found a thing farſarpaſſing all that is in the Moꝛld. 

This god, this joyfall, this comfoztable, this unſpeakable, 
this incompzehenſible thing, cannot be named wozthilp 
enough : but of god and bad he is called God, even de whs 
is the only (overatgn god adove 2 things reafonabls and 

un⸗ 
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unteaſonable. Peradventure you will ſay this is ffrange 
newes, that you Sir Knight ſhould ſ@ God in the Pallace of 

Vertue, Yow is it ſtrange, ſcging che is eber where, not 
only in Yeaven, but alſs in Earth,and in Bell Truly I con- 
feſſe that God is ebery where, buf J deny him to dwell every 
where, and pet J kuow that by his power and inviſible pꝛe⸗ 
ſence hee is every where, though not every where by the ful⸗ 
neſſe of bis G2eatacſe, and his Gifts : it ſollowes then that 
he dwelleth every where: J pꝛax you what p2offiethit the 
damned, that he is in Hell by dis Power, Juſtice. and Wenges 
ance? Truly by ſuch pꝛeſence of Go2 , they habe no jop, no 
conſolation, no benefit 02 Felicity, foz that alt are curſed in 
whom God dwelleth not by his Gzace, whatſoever they ber, 
bx they Kings, P2inces,02 Popes, whohave all other riches 
and telights in the Molo. But all they that have the Gꝛace 
of God arehappy, 02 at leaſt-wiſe in hope, though they live 
eben in a laithſome Paiſon, and are pcozer than Lazarus, 
which defircd to bæ refreſhed with the crums that fell fram 
ther evill rich mans Table. Now, when we pꝛar to God, we 
ſay? Our Father which art in Heaven; foz, that is the 
place where Co) gives the enjoying and poſſeſſion of bim- 
ſelfe to his Elea, and that is their dwelling , pzepared by the 
Gzace of God. That is it that God ſpake of, by the P2zopbet 
Eſay, ſaying ; Heaven is my Seat, and the Earth is my Foot - 
Stoole: Foz aſmuch ſaith God, as J dwell in mine Cle by 
Gaace, 4 wili tumble at my Fet thoſe that love Volupruouſ- 
nefle, rather than their Paker. Anthe Bok of Wiſdom, it is 
witten: Chat the ſeat of Miſdom is in the Soul of the Juſt, 
God is Miſ dom, and the Juſt Soul his Seat, God is in everp 
place where he dwelleth, but he direlleth not in every place 
where he is. This is molt true, theugh mat vellous, foz he 
** are alwayes where God is, but pet God dwelleth not 

them, ; 

Whereſaever the wicked are, they cannot hide themſelves 
from Gad, and vet they are not dwellers with God, no2 God 
a dweller with them. Tdey are where God is: as the blinse 
anan in the Light af the Sunne: the Light is not in him, be- 

; cauſa 
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conſe ho bath not the uſe of it. But the god are alwayes with 
God, and God dwelleth in them, as in dis Temple. Saint 
Paul ſaify : That the Temple of God is holy. And therefoze 
if ve live as he commands von, you are dis Temple. And 
God himſelfe ſaith, 1 will be in them, I will watk amongſt 
them; 1 will be their God, and they ſhall be my people. o 
theretoze you ſe that althongh God bie every where in his 
power, pet ha dwelleth no where, but whore hee is by grace, 
It is plaine, that where Uertue is, there Gzad inhabiteth by 
grace, which is the only conſolation of all reaſonable crea⸗ 
tures. Js it poſſible that any man can finde in Heaven oz in 
Carth, ſach ſoveraignegwdas is in God, who is the mol 
excel lenteſt and chiefet god, and the true jop of all reaſona⸗ 
ble creatures: Mew can that body faile in any godneſſe, 
which hath God by his grace reſting in his heart, who is the 
only Anthonr of all gwneſſe, and the Giver of all true Joy 
and perfec Felicity: ä | 
But ſome will ſay that they ſ& god people in the wozlp ; 
oftentimes ſuffer miſery , dep2ived of their gods, and put by 
the pleaſures of this wozlv, which appeareth in the ſadneſſe 
of their countenance : fo2 they ſeeme to bie conceived wtth 
ſozrow, and as it were to labour and travell in beavineſſe, 
as a woman in child. birth. J confeſle it to be ſo, but pet if yo 
ſay that they are not furniſhed with all god and true Joy 
and Felicity, you erre greatly. Fo2 the Doveraign god which 
is God, dwels in the juſt ſonle foz evermoze ; although foltſh 
Mozlelings ſayin their hearts and thoughts : Can tt bee that 
thoſe miſerable men, which are afflicted with poverty oz im · 
pꝛiſonment, have moze poſſeſſion of true Felicity, than wes 
that wallow in wealth, and are without want of any wolle 
pleaſures 2 But they conſider not that true Joy conſiſteth in 
the fonle. But be vou ſure , that as the ſoule is the moſt p2e* 
cions part of the body, ſo onght the godneſſe of rhe ſonlg 
to bee greater than tye godneſfſe of the body. Toe Je of the 
Jaft and Righteous ts mo2s inward than outward, foz all his 
govdneſſe is in the ſoute; as the joy of wanton WMozlolings 


is ont wardly in the body. This juſt man ſaffereth outward 
| N 2 ertres 
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extremities, but yet inwardly he hath moze joy than the do⸗ 
luptuous man. And though the juſt man, being alwaxes af- 
flited , maketh Chew of ſadnefſe all his life time, pet at the 
hoare of death their joy and conſolation appeareth, with 
hope of eternal life: whereas contrariwiſe the Wozldling 
goeth bis way with gravging and deſpitre, The juſt m 
eftemes Gold and Silver fo bee coloured Earth, wozlelp 
Wealth and Uoluptuens Feding, to be F mine and Fllty ; 
Honour, Dignity, and Delight, to be Smeak, which the Aire 
conſumeth (uddenly ; to be ſhozr, hee taaketb all he wozld no 
better than an erile : and although iis bot p be de aineb here 
fo2 a ſeaſon, pet all hi⸗ tbonghte, cares, tcſtres and mncd'ta- 
fion-,are converſant among the Weders of holy Angels, and 
the b :-ppp Aſſembly of Saints tn Yz.iven laziig Plaimg 
and P2aypſes (nceſſantly. So that what oever wee eſteme 
evill in this CAoꝛlo, God turns t:to god. Fog he makes ns re- 
jopce in Tribulat:one, taking tbem fo2 meticines to purge 
out co2rnptions, and not accounting our Perſecutozs as our 
Enemies, but rather as helpers to ſalvation. 

The juſt man effenis imple fare ufficingnafnre, bef- 
fer than abundance of delicate oz erc:ſ;ve D2nnkenneſſe, oꝛ 
Gluttonr. They take ms2e pleaſure in kueling, pꝛaping, 
and faſting, tian Mozlolings doe in dancing, and ſinging 
wanton Songs, Finally, that they doe oz ſuffer, God turnes 
it to god. And therefoze ©int Paul (atth, that all things 
turn to tbe good of thoſe that love God: The exe never i& h, 
the Ear never heareth, the Heart of man n ver underſtand= 
eth the great gornefſe an" tbe jop that God b2ings in's the 
body, when be commeth, by Gꝛate, todwell in it, onſp be that 
bath had experience once knowetb it. TU o2id!tngs do won⸗ 
der to ſe the juſt min wep and lament, to ſuffer tribulati⸗ 
ons, and to be dep2ived of all woꝛltlo pleaſure , they eft@me 
the goods of this woꝛlo to be the true Felicity: much like unto 
a blinde man, takiag upon him to judge of colours. oz they 
compare falſe Felicity and wozldly Wealth , with heavenly 
Riches and pertect Yappineſſe , whereas indeed they are but 
tÞ$atowes. Nothing viſpleaſety the Elia moze than inne, - 

that 
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that which leadeth to ſinne : nothing pleaſeth the Elect but 
God, and that which leaveth to God. 

As concerning the ſoule, no man candeny, if h hate finne, 
and love Uertue, but that he had rather loſe all that is in the 
world, than loſe bertue, and ſniffer all manner of fozments, 
than to commit fin : he had rather deſcend into Hell with Uer⸗ 
tue, than mount up to Peaven with in, Foz wbere Uertne 
ts, there is quietneſſe. Contrariwiſe, where fin is, there can 
be no reſt, Yet every one therefoze labour to loſe wozlolp 
bappineſſe, if he meine to atchteve Uerfue, wherein conſt» 
ſfeth ſo much govneNſe. But many make no account to come 
thither and ſo care not oz loving Uertne, becauſe indeed they 
know not Vertue. A erefozeV oderftanding deſtribeth her, and 
her ſeven Daughters, namely Faich, Hope, Charity, Wiſdome, 
Iuſt ice, Fortitude, and I einpetance, in manner lollowing. 


CHAP, FL 
The Deſcription of Vertue, 


Ertue, acco2ving to the Definition of Saint Aus 
din, in his ſecond Bk of Free- will, the 


whereby a man liveth righely, and committeth 

one evill; which thing indeed is the only 
work of God in man. By the eule he under ſtandeth in this 
place the Duperiour part of the Minde oz Boule wherein con- 
ſiſteth Keaſon, Judgement, and Mill. The inferiour part 
we call Senſe, which is com mon to wan and beaſt. Now that 
is called in Latine Mens, and is not a part of the Boule ſen⸗ 
ütive, which is the inferiour part, but it is that part of ths 
Soule, where Reaſon and Uuderſtanding do ſit, which is the 
ſeperiour part. By the Donle then we doe mean the Fres⸗ 
will of man, which isnotyingelſe as P 2iloſophers ſay, but 
the frank judgement of the Pinde, and Will. zfoz when wes 
ſap, Free · will, we utter and pꝛonounce two words, nainely, 
Free-will. It ts termed Free, becauſe that fraly withs 


aut conſtraiat the Mill wozketh bis feats at liberty» 
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And it is called Free- will, becauſe of the Judgement of the 
Soule. Therefoze Frec-will is in the ſuperienr part of the 
Soule, fo2 thereby wer differ from bzuit Weaſts, whohavde a 
Senſe as well as wer, but no judgement of Free. will, Now 
then we ſay, that Vertue is a god quality of the Sonle , that 
is to ſay, of Free- will: Foꝛ Vercue qualifies Free. will, diſpu- 
ſeth and pzepareth it to doe and will well, neither of which 
can be done without the ayd and G2ace of God. | 

The ſecond part of the Definition is: Whereby a man li- 
yeth tightly. But no man ltveth rightly , unleſſe he live jute 
ly, no man libeth rightly without Uertue, Ergo, no mon hiveth 
juſtly without Uertne. Who ſo liveth rightly liveth wel, 
and who ſo liveth well, if hee continne in ſo doing, atchievety 
true Felicity. It folleweth then that by Uertue we afchteve 
true Felicity, foz Vertue pꝛepates Free- will, which ts cozrupt 
and depzaved, and therefoze unapt either foꝛ well-willling,oz 
well / doing: but the G2zacs of God pzefervirg it by Vertue, it 
is made capable of perfect Bleſſedneſſe. 

Che third part of the Defil1ition is: And commicteth none 
evil: wherein is compzehended the extellenty of Vertue, and 
great godneſſe, by the which none can do ill. Men may abu's 
all the G ds, all the Arts, and Scienceotntte wozle, as indeed 
verx olten tbey are ill uſed, as with Boney, Mine, and Woe 
men, but by Uevtne they benever abuſed: TWho uſeth Vercue, 
her doth the wozks of Mertue: Who fouſeth the dos of Ver- 
tue he doth well, and if by Vertue none Both ill. thou dough eit 
rather to loſe all that is in the Mozlo, than tos loſe Vertue, 
ſ@ing ſhe crcels in gone ſte all things in the Moꝛ iv. 

The fourth part of the Definition is: which thing indeed is 
the only work of God in man. Vertue then is a wozk of Gud 
in us, as witnefſoth Saint Auſtin, upon the Sentence which is 
ſpoken in the 128 Pſalm: I have done judgement and lIuſtice. 
Juſt ice (ſaith ha) is a great Vertuc of the Soule, comming 
from: 29 G2ace 'of God, which none but hee wozketh in 
man. 1 have done Tuftice : And therefoze when the Mꝛopbet 
ſpeaking in the perſon of the Church, ſoſatth ; hee menneth 
not that he hath done the Uertng of Juſtice of bimſolfe, _ 

p. ſſi. 
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paſſoth mans power fo doe, but h referreth it unfo God ; 
whole he affirmety it to bæ. 1y theſe wo2zvs then of Saint 
Auſtin, it appeareth plainly, that juſtice in man is no wozk 
of man, but of God. Mherefoze Peter Lombard upon theſe 
wo2ds of faint Auſtin concludeth and faith: That Uertue 
is not the cauſe of Free - will, noz of any affection of the ſoul 
comming from Free · will, but he ſatth,by that Wertne Free. wil 
being depzived, evill and cozrupt, is helped and moved to god⸗ 
neſſe ; and ſo you ſæ, that by vertue, which he ſaith is Gods 
grace, inclining and pzeparing the Mill to will well, pꝛo⸗ 
c&deth the god affection of the Soule , and afterwards doe 
follow god wozks, nd an honeſt trade of life. To make it 
the ino2e manifeſt, he gives ſtmilikudee. As the raine (ſaith 
her) moiſtneth the ground ts make it vo Fruit: and yet the 
raine is not the ground, noz the ground the fruit, even ſo 
(ſaith he) into the ground ot our ſouls, that is fo ſay,the fræ 
liberty of the Mill, the raine of Gods bleſſing is poured, that 
is to ſay, Gods grace is inſpired, which 1:quozath the will of 
man fo make dim fraitfnil,to will well, acco2ding fo the effec- 
of Gods Jnſpiration, which is his grace wozking inns, to 
the end we ſhould dee well. And therefoze all the god-wozks 
that we doe oꝛ can dos, are to be attributed uno Gods grace, 
by whom our will is pzepared fo will and doe well. This 
Gzace engend2eth god motions in the ſoule of man, and theſe 
god motions are a chiefe gift of Gzace to man, as namely, by 
Faith to bel&@ve that Chziſt is the true Don of God: by Love 
and Charity, to love God and our Noighbour : and ſo of all 
other Uertues, which are the god Motions and Gifts of 
Gods grace, wozKing in us, to the encreaſe of moze Uertue, 
vea,to the poſſeſſion of eternall life. Jt is apparant then, that 
Vertue is the gift of God: grace, woꝛking in our will to make 
it will and dos well: and therefoze ſay we, that Faith, Hope, 
and Charity, being Divine and godly Uertues, are the wozks 
of Got. Dome there bes which (ſay, that Uertue is the well 
uſing of the naturall powers and abilities in man, inward 
anl. but not outward, that is to ſay, a perfect affection of 
the ſoule, which Godpzocareth in man, and not man in = 
elle.

. of ſuch god affections: Theſe two Dpinions recited by the 
Malter of the Sentences, in the ſecond Bk, and 27 Diſtincti⸗ 
on, I refer to the judgement of the Reader, and allow them 
ſo far fozth as they both agre, that Vercue ia a wozk of God 
in man, and not of man in himſelfe. But pet they differ, be⸗ 
cauſe the firſt ſayes, that Vertue is not a moving of the Soule, 
fo2 that it is the only wozking of God, without man, and of 
meare Gzace: the other Dpinion ſaith that Vertue is a god 
motion of man, not comming of God in man : Jdarenot 
judge raſhly in ſo high and ſecret a Pylkery, and therefoze A 
appeale tothe determination of the Learned. It ſafficeth to 
know that Vertue is a wazk of God in man, and not of man 
in bimſelfe, and in this Point, as both Opinions do conſenf, 
ſo J appzove them to be frae, 


CH AP. III. 


The Deſcription of Faith, and how wee ought to beleeve in 
God for our Salyation, 


KAith is a Vertue, whereby wee believe that 
$3. which wee ſee not. When it is (aid that Faith 
isaUertue, it is moſt manifeſt that Faith is 
the pure Gift of God, whereby wee bela ve 
that which wee ſer not. But pet it followeth 
not that ut ſhould belæ be all that we bears and ſ@ not, 
but this is meant only in things touching Religion , and 
the true Wozſhiping of God. Faith is pzoperly of things 
not apparant, foz apparant things have no Faith, but a 
certaine Demonſtration , as when cur Lo2dſaid to Thomas, 
; Wecaule thou halt ſcene, thon belaveſt. Pet Thomas be⸗ 
let bed moꝛe than het ſaw, a man, and he beleved that the 
ſame man was God alſo, which hes ſaw not: foz b& ſais, 
Thou art my God, my Lord, Jn this conſiſteth the me- 
ut 
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ik of Faich, When a man at the. commandementf.of.Ged ; 
belteveth that thing which bee ſeth nof, To believe (ſalth 
Saint Auſtin) is to think upon a thing with conſenc.co that 
thought: as when thou thinkeſt the Donne of God was ben 
- of a Virgin, and tok mans nature upon him, andconſente# 
to that thought, it is pzoperly called Weliefe. This thought 
max come often by leeing, and often by hearing. And ohen 
Saint Paul ſaith, that Faich commeth by hearing of the 
Word of God , be underſtands that by hearing, Faich comes 
into the minde and thought, (f wer conſent therennfo« Foz 
wer may heare a Pzeacher, without conſenting to that hes 
ſaith, becauſe men doe not alwayes believe what the Pzeacher 
ſpeaketh , fo2 that the conſent, toberein conſilteth the per 
fection of Faith, comes of the meare gift of God, and nat 
from ſteing noz hearing, but frem the Light of Gzace, ſpeaking 
in the ſoule of the Weltever , belfeding the p2incipall truth. 
which is God, and wozking in him an agrement with that 
ſoveraign truth above all other things. So that Faith is & 
foundation unmovable ; our Lozd Joſus Ch2if who is the 
only foundation of true Bleſſedneſſe, dwelleth in the hearts 
of the Beltevers, and ſo long as Faith is in man her ſhall bis 
lure not to periſh, but Faith without Charity is no foundation, 
becauſe ſuch Faitb is vains andunpzefitable. 

Faith then joyned with Love oz Charity, belongs to gab 
Chziltians : and Faith without Love belongs to-gvill Chʒiſti- 
ans. It is neceſſary therefoze that we note the difference in 
theſe thꝛe ſayings oz ſpeeches, namely: To believe a God, To 
believe of Ged, To believe in God, To believe a God, is fa 
believe that he is the only trus God, ſo the Devils dos believe 
as well asthe evill Chziſtians. To believe of God, is to be» 
lieve that all is true which God ſaith, and ſo believe the evilll 
Chꝛiſtians well as the go, unlefſs they be Yereticks. Wat 
to believe in God, is ts love God, and in bela bing to joyns 
the ſelfe ta Gad, by love and obedience, incozpozating the 
with his members, that is to ſay, his Church. 

@his Faith juſtifleth the ſtager , and this Faith being knit 
with' Love and wity Charity, 1 dos god does, which 
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cammot be done without Love. The Faith which evill Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans habe, is ind&d a quality of Free. will, but it is not knit 
with ove #nd Charity, which is the bond of perfection, and 
tds lite of Feth, ds Faieb is the life of the foule. And pet ſuch 
un unh apen Faith, being naked and boyd of Charity, may beæ 
ter med a gift of God e-fo2 that the e bill man may babe ſome 
gift of God: bat that cannot pꝛoperiy be called Uertue , be · 
rauſe that 'by Uettne we learn fo live rightly : and fo2 that 
the Dedits and evill Chziſtians doe live wickedly, ft is a 
ligne that the Faich' which they have is dead, and therefo:e 
is not pꝛoperly Uerfne, noz pet a wozk of Uertue. Ik thou 
wllt then have thy Faith to bee good and ſaving, it muſt have 
four pzoperties, that ts to ſay, it mult be plain and ſimple, it 
muff be whole and ſound, it mult be conffant and unmovable, 
it muſt be quick and lively, Touching the firſt that it muſt be 
plain aud ſimple, that feacheth thx thus much in effect , that 
thou mut believe the Wozd of God ſimply, and whatſoever 
ts therein contained, withous inquiring (nts Gods mylticall 
matters by humane Reaſons: and ſimply believing in thy 
heart that every thing contained in the holy Bible is moſt true. 
Secondly, thy Faich muff be whole and ſeund, that is, thon 
mul not take part with Pereffcks, oz cleave to the errontons 
Opinions of the Enemtes of Gods truth: ſoꝛ this is no god 


Faith. And therefoze fo; a teffimoriy of thy Faith, be not 
to make open Contetfon in dhe Conghigntion of thy

ty, and God the holy Gholt is Charity. This Love oz Chart-

Wy Prudence, which is the Rule of right Reaſen, we go- 
vern our (elves wiſely, we o2der our afaires diſcretly, doing 
nothing but Right and Reaſon. In Prudence tonſiſteth 
Reaſon, Knowledge, Fozeright, Aptnegs to give god coun⸗ 
ſell: A pꝛudent man knoweth afoz8+4hand, the End of his 
coanſell. Plato ſaith, That Prudence is the GovernoTe of all 
mozraii Uertnes, ſhewing how wo ſhould underſtand and uſe 
the reſt : F02 as Faithenſozmeth us what we ſhould hops af- 
ter , and what we onght to lobe: even ſo Prudence teacheth 
us how we ſhonld aſe Iuſt ice, Forticude , and Temperance. 
Ariſtotle ſaith, that it ts (wpoſiſile but a pꝛudent man ſhould 
be gon. M be mean mozrall godneCo it is moſt true: foz 
a wiſe man doth nothing but that which is lawfull : Bat yet 
witheut Lode o2 Charity, Prudence is a Wertue no moze mes 
r{toztons, then Faith without Love and Charity. But if 
the pzadent man love God with all dis heart it is nnpoſſible 
but he ſhould doe goob, and confequentlyb& god, | 

Iuſtice is a Wertne uſed in two ſo2ts, ſometimes it is a 
generall Uertne, audcompzehends in her ſelfe all Uertne ; as 
the man that livettz well and juſtly, is therefoze called god: 
and tuſtice other wiſe is underſt@d a particalar Uertus called 
Iuſtiae diftributive, velding to ebery one that which unto 
dim belongeth. This Wortae, Iuſtice diſtributive, is convent» 
ent fo2 all men, and pzineipaltyfo2 Emperauts, Kings, ann 
ſuch as habe the admintſt ration and government of Common 
wealths; to the end that they may vchld to eber one their 
right, defending the innocent and the olkender: do⸗ 
ing juſtice and right, actozding to equity, as well to little as 
great, and to pe as rich. Þany have juſtics painted in their 
Ponſes, and vet habe wzongfullvealing lodged in their hearts. 
Mank a one hath Chziſt in their month , but the Devill in 
minde. Ba that will bee acceptable to GOD, be 
muſt bee juſt in woad, upzight in ded, unvefiled in thought. 


Fortitude 
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Fortitude is a vertne, nnfo the which belongs a magnificent 
- courage, not fearing any thing but anlawfall actions. e that 
hath this Uertae , keeps himſelfe conſtant in adverſity, and 
woxeth not pꝛoud in pzoſperity. Fortitude gives a man Mag- 
nantmity, Conſkancy,Yope, Aſſarance; Patience, and Perle - 
verance.. Mith this Uertue the Partpzs ot all Degrees and 
Ages were endued , grounded upon a firm Faith, contems 
ning the wozlv, and ſetting light by the tozments of Ty2ants, 
imbzacing death, rather then to deny Ch2ift. Gods Pꝛo⸗ 
phets were armed with Fortitade, who withou! flattery re- 
p:ehended the Kings of Iſrael and luda of their falſe wozſhip 
of God and feared not their furies. . The Apoſtics of Jeſus 
Chaiff were armed with Fortitude , who feared not to con» 
troll the wiſdome of the wiſe , and vanquich ſuch as were in 
bigh places, that they might with contented minds carry 
the yoak of Chꝛiſt. This they did, not with mans power, oz 
warliks weapons, but with divine Dectrine : not deſiring to 
kill anp ons, but to die themſelves: It is a great wozlds won⸗ 
der that ſo few ſimple ſeules nnarmed, unlearned, and having 
no, humane pollicy , Gould vavquiſh the wiſtome of the 
Wozld , confound earthly policy and ſttength, and ſubdue 
Kings, and bꝛing them in obedience fo the Faith of Chzift,re- 
boking the people from falſe Keligion and Adozation of De⸗ 
vils-With thts Uertue of Forcicude Kings ought to be Armed, 
not fearing anꝝ danger fo2 the defence of the Faith of Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt, but being of one minde with the holy Martyzs of 
God Mitt this Wertne ought Pzeachers to be armed, woz⸗ 
211 x op eegg of God, againſt all Þeriticks and 
ies of the ſame, not fearing the thzeatnings of Perſe⸗ 
cnto2s whatſoever. - But you muſt unde rſtand that Fortitude 
is not a Dealer in the committing of vnlawſgll deeds : as to 
beat, hurt, os kill hy bꝛother, unleſſe it be juſtlydone in thy 
own defence , oz-fo2 thy Countreys cauſe : otherwiſe it is a 
meare mallice. $Pozeover,(uch as deſperately diſpatch them - 
ſelves, as wzetches weary of lite, they doe it not by Foztt- 
tude, bat by the temptation of the Deviii, who is permitted gf 
Hos luEerance to tem pt ſome even to the making _ of 
| * enlelves, 
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themſelves. Such people are not vallant, fo2 it is not For- 


titude, unleſſe it be in lawfull deds, as in the defence of thine 
own perſon, the Pagiſtrate, thy Countrey, oz the Faith of 
Chꝛiſt, foz the which to ſuffer death is excellent Fortitude. 

Temperance (ſaith . Auſten) is an affection to refraine 
the appetite when a man is exceively inclined. Temperance 
bath rule over pleaſures and delights, refuſing fo meddlie 
in any thing which cannot be done without offending God, 
and not falling tato any exceſs whatſoever , wherein a man 
may paſſe the Rale of Reaſon. To live in Temperance, is to 
diſpole every thing accszding to the right uſe whereto lt 
was appointed. Theſe foure Uertues have foure Uices clean 
contrary unts them, by the which Wices, the Uertnes are 
co:rupted and deſtroyed. Prudence by Folly, IuRice by Co- 
vetouſneſſe, Fortitude by Pride, and Temperance by Incone 
Nancie is defacer. Theſe Uices are Cgnified by the foure 
plegues, which conſumed the Goods of Iob, namely : {The Sa. 
bees, tbe Chaldces, the fazce of Fire, and the violence of a vehe⸗ 
nient Winde. The Sabces of Folly mads havock of Prudence 
D:en. The Chaldces of Pride led away the Camels of For- 
titude. The fice of Lechery made waſte of Temperance, hep. 
And the boyſterons winde of Covetouſneſſe, overthzew the 
Pauſes of luſtice. The foure Uerfnes likewiſe are devoured 
of their adverſary Uices, accozding as Ioel camplaineth ae 
gainft the wicked Iewes, under foure notable things, decy- 
phering the four Uices oppoſite and againſt the fore Mer tuss 
befo:e-named. Theſe foure things are the Caterpillar, the 
Gzaſhopper, the Locuſt, and the Blaſting : all which fours 
things being bent to waſtfulneſſe, leave nothing uaſpoyled: 
Br the Caterpillar is meant fooliſh bzagging, which dettrox⸗ 
eth the Uextne of Prudence. By the Gzalhopper is meant 
Pꝛide, which deſtroysth the Uerfue of Fortitude, By the Lo- 
cult is meant Covetouſneſſe, which deſtroxeth the Uertne of 
Iuſtice. And by Blaſting is meant Lechery, which deſtropeth 
the Uertue of Temperance, Foz fœlich bzagging deCroveth 
the Uertue of Wildome. Pzive cozrupteth the State. A varica 
devoures zuliice, Lechery ſpopleth Temperance,

from theſe inſatiable Uices .- leſt thou loſe the enjoying of 
theſe fours notable Pozrall Uertues : thou knoweſt what

Forcitude, Temperance, and that godneſſe which none know 
but they who have had experience. 


CHAP.” VIII. 


How Faith from the top of the Tower, ſheweth unto tlie 
Knighe the City of Heaven. 


NT Feer Good Vnderftanding had delivered theſe good 

VAT wozds, J was rabiſhed in me minde, J felt not 
emp ſeife, J lost my taſte, J netther regarded 
EN meat ns2 dzink, and moſt of ail J marvelled 
that niet appꝛo ched not, becanſe many houres were con⸗ 
ſumed. Being in that amaze, Vertue told me that darkneſfe 
had nothing to doe where hes dwelt. Zhen Memory put 
me in minde, what Gods grace told me by tbe way, ſaying: 
that by the woꝛks of Faith, which are the fruits of the ſame, 
IJ might percetve and ſ& the Citę of Peaven, wherein is 
comp2ebended the true Felicny. Then Faith led me to her 
Tower, and ail (he other Uertnes kept us company. Foz 
Faith pzoperly is not without Hope, noz Hope without 
Charity, and therefoze they muſt goe all together. And 
though theſe Uertues have ſeverall pꝛoperties, vet they joyne

bands, and are never aſunder. S.Hicrom faith, that Abra⸗ 


ham was farnihed with Faith, Tob with Fortitude and Pati- 
ence, David with Humility, and ſo conſequently. - 

Then Faith from her Tower ſhewev me a high Hill, where- 
on was built a marvellons-ſumptuons City, and the told me 
it was the City of Þeaven, wherein is compꝛehended true 
BleCedneſſe and perfect Felicity, In that City J (aw never 
a Temple, which made mie marvell, untill that Faith told 
mee, that the Lozd Gad Almighty was the Temple of that 
Tilx. There n&ds no ſhlning of the Dun, no bzightnede ef the 
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Mon, no glittering of Stars, to give them Light,foz Almigb⸗ 
ty God is their true Light himſelfe. None enters info this 
City, bat ſuch as are wzitten in the Bok of Life. Furtzer⸗ 
moze, Faith told me, that there was ns adverſity, no (Anne, 
no iniquity, no feare, no ſozrow, no ſh ame, no darkneſſe, no 
paine, no unquietneſſe, no ill, no grudging; flnally,notbing 
that ſavoureth of moztality; but there was Pꝛoſperp, Perfecti⸗ 
on, Unite, Love, Gladneſſe, Quietneſſe, Charity, ſure Ref, 
perpetnall Felicity, andeverlaſting Joy in God, with eternall 
Mappine ſſe. There was Pirth without Havneſſe, Reſt with⸗ 
out Paine, Abundance without Mant, Life without Coꝛrup⸗ 
tion. In this City God is \ſ@n Face to Face, there is the end- 
leſſe light ſhining, the @atnts alwayes ſinging , bleſſed ſenls 
rejoycing, and ever beholding God, yet fill coveting, to ſ& 
him, witheut dulneCe of deſire. The Citizens of this City of 


Heaven, are Co-heires of the eternall Detty,the Father, don, 


and boly Ghoſt. They are made immoꝛtall, accozding to the 
pꝛomiſe of our Lozd and Saviour Ch2ilt , ſaping : Father, 
thoſe that thou haſt given mee, I will that they bee with mee 
where I am, that they may ſee my brightneſſe. 
hat can I ſay moze? In this City is aur King without 
Death and without Change: without Beginning, and without 
Ending. In this City thers is no Night, tbere is no limitati⸗ 
on oz term of life, but continuall Day moſt bzightly ſhining. 
Foz in this City dwelleth the Father of Lights even God 
himſelfe , whoſe bzightnefſs no darkneſſe can over · h adow. 
The Citizens of this City are percakers of anſpeakablg 
' grace, of endleſſe joy , and of ſach perfection as therennts 
there can be added no mo2e. Uato this place hall the juſt hee 
advanced: as foz the wicked, their pzomotton is in the Laks 


boyling with Firs and Bzimſtons.

was rabiſhed of my wit, and eſfemed nothing

thoughl 1s wa aden: Yereupon IJ deſired 
Faith that A might remain ſtill in her Tower, the which wil⸗ 
tingly ſhe granted me, inſomuch that J was never weary out 
of her lower window to behold Peaben: yea , the moze J be⸗ 
held it, the moze beautifull it (emed.. Then J was loath to 
live in this Mosld, and deſired, that J might die, the ſoner to 
have the ſight andenjoying of Chziff mpRedemer : and knal⸗ 
ing by myſelfe all alone, I made this Pzayer, ſaying : 


O How happy is the ſoule that is our of chis earthly priſon, 
and reſteth in Heaven moſt joyfull , ſeeing his Savi- 
our face to face! That ſoule, is without feate and affliction. O 
how happy is the ſoule, which is in the company of Angels and 
holy Saints, finging prayſes unto the Moſt Higb ! Such a 
ſoule ſurely is laden with abundance of joy. O bappy ſoclety 
of Citizens. O happy company of Saints, which lamented 
ih their mertall life, but now raigne with God immortally. O 
fweet Feſus, let mee come to thy pleaſant City, where thy 
Citizens ſee thee daily, to their great delight. O let mee come 
there where nothing is troublefeme to heare or underſtand: 
what melody heare they without ending! And how happy 
were I, if 1 might heare the Songs, or be admitted to fing a 
Song of David in the holy Hill of Sin. O that J being the 
leaft of thy Servants, may by thy grace p ut off my fefhly bur. 
then, and come to thy happy City to accompany the holy and 
happy aſſembly of Saints, to ſee the glory of my Creatour, 
and to behold his amiable Majeſty.

of Hell, when I am ignorant what puniſhment I deſerve, 
when I knew noewhere nor in what eſtate I ſhall end my dayes: 
In all theſe things and many other, I appeale to thy gracious 
goodneſſe, knowing chat thou art ready to give mee conſola- 
tion againR all theſe ſorrowes, Thou lifteſt up my fonle (full 
of anguiſh) above all Mountaines, thou makeſt me receive 
thy great love, charity and goodneſſe, by the which thou re- 
createſt my heavie ſpirit, and rejoyceſt my ſad heart, in rayeal= 
ing unto me thy heavenly delights. 

This P2ayer ended, J reſted my ſoule upon the anchoz of 
Hope, Then as J wis kneling, Gods grace appeared unto- 
me, accompanyed with another Lady, which J bad not ſœne 
befo:8- And after J has given her thanks foz all her benefits, 
che delivered me this Lady named Perſeverance, to continue 
with me, charging me to kap her ever with me, if A meant 
to be a Citixen of Yeaden. F92 (ſaid ſhe) all other Mertues 
without her, are as nothing to win Yeaven : Fo2 it is witten, 
who ſo perſevers unto the end ſhall be ſaved. And therefo:e 
if thou wilt be ſaved thou muſt continue. Pereof wir have 
many Examples in the holy Scriptures , but J will only touch 
two. WhenSoul was firſt annoynted King of Iſrael, be was 
as lowly as\the child of one yeare old, but he continued not
